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Kindergartens 
In Newton to Have 
Two Sessions 

In Several Schools Where The 
Enrollment Is Larger 

Because of the expectation that so 
many children may attend kindergar- 
tens In a number of schools in this 
city, arrangements have been made 
for two sessions at tbe kindergar- 
tens in these schools if the enroll- 
ment necessitates such action. The 
schools where it is thought probable 
that two sessions may he held are 
the Angler in Waban, Davis at West 
Newton, Hyde at Newton Highlands, 
Rice at Newton Centre, Stearns at 
Nonantum and Underwood at Newton. 

Under the two-session plan the 
younger children, from 4 Ms to 5 years 
will attend the morning sessions from 
September 10, 1934 to January 25, 
1935. From the latter date until the 
closing of the kindergartens next 
spring, these younger children will 
attend the afternoon sessions from 
1:30 to 3:30 p. m. The older chil- 
dren in the kindergartens, those above 
5 yenrs of age, will attend the after- 
noon sessions from September 10 un- 
til January 25, and the morning ses- 
sions from the latter date until the 
closing of the schools. 

Schools where only morning ses- 
sions of kindergartens will be held 
during the coming school year are 
the Adams, Horace Mnnn and Claf- 
lin. Newton vilie: Bowen, Thompson- 
ville; Cahot, Newtonville; Burr and 
Williams, Auburndale; Emerson, Up- 
per Falls; Franklin and Peirce, West 
Newton; Lincoln, Newton Corner; 
and Ward, Newton Centre. Schools 
where the kindergarten session will 
be held only in the afternoon are the 
Hamilton at Lower Falls, and Oak 
Hill at Oak Hill. 

Morning sessions in all kindergar- 
tens will be from 8:30 to 11:15; af- 
ternoon sessions from 1:30 to 3:30. 
Any child cannot be enrolled unless it 
will be 4% years old by October 1. 
1934. All children must be vaccinated 
before they will be admitted to the 
kindergartens. 


New Catholic 
Parish Formed 

In This City 

Announcement was made yesterday 
that two new Catholic parishes have 
been formed in this archdiocese by 
Cardinal O’Connell. One of these is 
the parish of St. Philip Neri at Wa- 
ban. This church, erected several 
years ago. has been a mission of the 
Parish of Mary Immaculate at New- 
ton Upper Falls. It is now a separate 
parish and will include territory here- 
tofore in the Upper Falls parish and 
in the parish of the Sacred Heart 
Church at Newton Centre.

Rose’s Church, Chelsea. He graduated 
from Boston College in 1906 ami 
from St. John’s Seminary in 1911.

Ann’s Church, Neponset; St. Joseph’s, 
Somerville; and Sacred Heart Church, 
Roslindale.

Unemployment 
On Increase in 
Newton Again 


The hoped for "return to prosper- 
ity’’ is not arriving if Newton is any 
criterion. More employment for New- 
ton residents from private sources is 
not in evidence, if applications for 
work to local E. R. A. headquarters, 
are proof. Instead of Newton men 
who have been receiving aid from the 
E. R. A. getting employment from in- 
dividuals and private corporations, 
men who obtained seasonal work last 
Spring are coming back rapidly ask- 
ing for relief from the E. R. A. Many 
of these men in the past few years 
did not apply for relief until October. 
This year they started to apply In 
the middle of August. 

Less and less calls for woikers are 
coming through the Mayor’s Relief 
Committee. Until about September 
1933, for sometime the employment 
provided by private individuals or 
companies through the Mayor s Re- 
lief Committee averaged around 
$1000 weekly. Then the opportunities 
for work from calls sent to the Re- 
lief Committee office began to dim- 
inish, until now they provide only 
from $200 to $300 per month for the 
aid of Newton’s unemployed. 

This week 471 men and women are 
on the payroll of the E. R. A. in New- 
ton and the payroll will amount to 
$6152. The projects are divided as 
follows — 45 women with dependents 
are given work sewing and making 
clothing In the work shop at City 
Hall basement. Articles now made by 
these women, instead of being dis- 
tributed by local agencies, are sent 
to the E. R. A. district commissary at 
the Watertown Arsenal. At Edmands 
Park. Newton, 100 men are working; 
at Cold Spring Playground, Newton 
Highlands, 62 men; at Thompson vilie 
playground, 36; at Wellington play- 
ground. off Henshaw st., West New- 
ton, 12; at Auburndale playground, 
59; at Upper Falls playground, 30. 
Six men have been at work in Ham- 
mond Brook at Newton Centre, 24 on 
the grounds of the Warren and Peirce 
schools at West Newton, 38 men are 
widening and deepening Cheese Cake 
Brook at Newtonville, 9 are repairing 
fences, 4 men are on tool mainten- 
ance. and 7 men experienced in con- 
struction work have been drawing 
plans of city buildings at the tech- 
nical school building in Newtonville. 

A new activity, started a few weeks 
ago is giving employment to 25 
"white-collar, men’’. They are mak- 
ing a survey of the streets and side- 
walks of the city and turning in re- 
ports of those which are in ’need of 
repairs. These - len are paid at the 
rate of $1 per hour, and the weekly 
wages they receive are limited ac- 
cording to tlieir dependents. No man 
with less timn two dependents is em- 
ployed on this work, and the compen- 
sation allotted ranges from $14.25 for 
a man with a wife and one minor 
child upwards. The E. R. A. has men 
engaged on work such as this placed 
on a budget system of payments. For 
rent $5 weekly is allowed: for cloth- 
ing, 75 cents weekly per person: for 
light and fuel for the household of 
such workers, $1.50 weekly al the 
present season; for food, $2 weekly 
for each member of the family over 
16 years of age and $1.50 weekly for 
eaeli member under 16. 

Another activity which will start 
next week in Newton is an E. R. A. 
orchestra composed of 16 profession- 
al musicians; 4 women and 12 men. 
They will receive $1S weekly. E. R 
A. relief for unemployed musicians 
lias been similarly grunted in other 
cities in this State for several 
months. 


Edward F. Ryan 
Of Upper Falls 
Dies Suddenly 

Edward F. Ryan, a well known 
grocer of Newton Upper Falls, died 
suddenly of heart failure yesterday af- ! 
ternoon. He had gone to St. Mary’s 
Cemetery in Needham to mow the 
grass on the burial lot of his cou- 
sin and had returned to his home at 
368 Eliot street. As he alighted from 
Ids truck, Mr. Ryan collapsed and 
died almost immediately. 

He was born in Newton Upper Falls 
56 years ago, the son of the late Ed- 
ward F. and Bridget (Carroll) Ryan. 
Upon graduating from Newton High 
School he became associated with his 
brothers in the conduct of the old es- 
tablished grocery business of J. H. 
Ryan & Company. He is survived by 
three sisters. Miss Ellen Ryan of New- 
ton Upper Falls, Mrs. Patrick Linne- 
ban of Newton Centre, and Mrs. Mark 
V. Croker of Newton Upper Falls. His I 
funeral service will lie Held on Satur- 
day morning at Mary Immaculate 
Church.

Planning Board 
Would Rezone 

Nonantum 

Industrial Changes Noted Since 
Zoning Was Adopted 

When the zoning ordinance was 
passed in this city in 1922 the entire 
Nonantum district was placed in a 
manufacturing zone, with the excep- 
tion of the areu bounded by Pearl, 
Watertown and Washburn streets, 
and Jackson road. This was placed 
in a general residence zone. At that 
time the people of Nonantum were 
opposed to zoning restrictions being 
placed on property in their district. 
Their principal concern was the ob- 
taining of employment and they 
wanted no obstacles placed in the 
way of more manufacturing enter- 
prises coming to Nonantum. 

Since the zoning ordinance was 
passed in 1922 the leading manufac- 
turing industries of Nonantum have 
gone out of business or moved away 
because of changed conditions in the 
textile industry and the depression. 
These industries had given employ- 
ment at good wages to two or three 
generations of Nonantum residents. 
They included the Saxony Worsted 
Company (formerly the Nonantum 
Worsted Company), the Silver Lake 
Cordage Mill and the Aetna Mills. 
Most of the buildings of the latter 
company were just across the river in 
Bemis, hut hundreds of Nonantum 
residents had been employed in for- 
mer years at the Aetna Mills. The 
Saxony Worsted Company went out 
of business in Nonantum several 
years ago. The Silver Lake Cordage 
Company moved its manufacturing ac- 
tivities to the South a few years ago. 
The Aetna Mills, after struggling 
against adverse conditions for years, 
ceased operations a couple of years 
ago. 

The big plant of the Saxony Worsted 
Company was sold or leased so that 
the several buildings in the area be- 
tween Chapel and Bridge streets are 
now used by companies engaged in 
various activities. The largest of 
these industries is that of the Ray- 
theon Manufacturing Company, lo- 
cated on Chapel street. This com- 
pany. making tubes for radio sets em- 
ploys between 700 and 1000 persons, 
mostly young women. At the present 
time about 1000 persons are employed 
there. Other manufacturing compa- 
nies occupying parts of the former 
Saxony Worsted Plant are the Futur- 
ity Thread Company on Chapel street 
and the Rose-Derrv Mattress Company 
on Chapel street. The former com- 
pany makes cotton thread for shoes; 
the latter company, as it name indi- 
cates, manufactures mattresses. 

The proposed rezoning of Nonantum 
is planned because much of that dis- 
trict is developed almost entirely in 
residential neighborhoods and accord- 
ing to the present zoning manufactur- 
ing or business enterprises can be 
started in the midst of such neighbor- 
hoods with the result that nuisances 
would result and property values de- 
preciate. The plan of rezoning, as 
shown on the map prepared by the 
City Engineer and which will be sub- 
mitted to the Board of Aldermen for 
consideration, is merely tentative. Un- 
doubtedly, before any definite action 
would be taken, ample opportunities 
will be given property owners and 
residents of Nonantum to become ac- 
quainted with just what restrictions 
would result, and also to ascertain 
the views of the people of Nonantum. 

The tentative plan of rezoning is as 
follows — the existing sites of manufac- 
turing activities on Chapel street. 
Bridge street, the former cordage mill 
site on Watertown street, the Earn- 
sluiw Knitting Company on California 
street and the wool scouring plant 
on that street remain unchanged. The 
lumber yard and planing mill section 
on Crafts street is changed from man- 
ufacturing to business zone. Other 
changes from manufacturing to busi- 
ness zones include — Adams street, 
east side from Adams terrace to Wa- 
tertown street: west side from Water- 
town street to Silver Lake avenue; 
Watertown street, north side from 
Faxon street to the property of the 
former cordage mill property: south 
side from Hawthorn playground to 
and including lot at northeast cor- 
ner of Cook street; California street, 
south side from Jasset street to Los 
Angeles street: north side from oppo- 
site Jasset street to Riverdale ave- 
nue. 

The remainder of Nonantum would 
be rezoned to general residence zones 
with the following exceptions which 
are planned to he placed in private 
zones — north side of Chapel street 
from California street to number 116: 
Bridge street, south side from Lin- 
wood avenue to California street, north 
side from California st. to number 
62. California street from Chapel 
street to Bridge street. In the sec- 
tions of Nonantum which it is pro- 
posed to change to general residence 
zones are a number of stores and 
other business activities that would 
continue as non-conforming uses.

Inspector John H. Shaughnessey of 
the Newton police department retired 
from active duty on Sept. 2nd after a 
service of 33 years. He was bom at 
Newton Upper Falls, 58 years ago, and 
was appointed a patrolman In 1901. 
In 1918 he was made a special officer 
and assigned to the detective branch 
ot the department. In 1920 he was ad- 
vanced to the rank of sergeant and 
in 1923 to the grade of lieutenant. For 
the past few years his health has 
been poor and he asked for retire- 
ment because of this fact. His re- 
quest was approved by Chief Hughes. 
Lieutenant Shaughnessy received a 
yearly salary of $2497.50 and his pen- 
sion will he half this sum. Mayor 
Weeks has recommended an appro 
priation of $413.94 to meet this pen- 
sion for the balance of this year and 
the Board of Aldermen will be asked to 
act on this matter at its meeting next 
I Monday night.

Alleged Drunken 
Driver Blamed For 
Crash, 7 Injured 

Achille Mosca, 26. of Frankfort st.. 
East Boston, was arraigned in the 
Newton court on Friday charged with 
driving a car while under the influ- 
ence of liquor and drunkenness. His 
case was continued until Sept. 10th. 
Mosca is charged with having been 
the driver of a car which shortly after 
midnight last Friday collided head- 
on with a buss on the Worcester 
turnpike near Langley rd.. Newton 
Centre. Mrs. Mary Powers of Pleasant 
st.. Roxburv. who was riding with 
Mosca. received a severe head injury 
and was taken to the Newton Hospi- 
tal. 

Patrolman McHugh was driving 
along the turnpike in a police car 
when he observed the automobile al- 
legedly driven by Mosca going west 
without lights. McHugh pursued the 
other car. which at Langley rd. col- 
lided with a small Blue Way buss 
bound from Connecticut for Boston. 
Mrs. Louise Olney of Cambridge, one 
of the passengers in the buss, was 
taken to the Brigham Hospital for 
treatment. Five other passengers in 
the buss claimed to have also re 
ceived injuries. 


Former Alderman Joseph J. Murray 
stated this week that the report that 
he had named George E. Rawson of 22 
Marlboro street, Newton to fill the po- 
sition on the Board of Aldermen from 
which he resigned recently to become 
Water Commissioner of the City of 
Newton was without foundation. Mr 
Murray's statement was issued due to 
the fact that this report was pub- 
lished in the GRAPHIIC and other 
newspapers the latter part of last 
week. Mr. Murray also stated that the 
custom of filling vacancies in the New- 
ton Board of Aldermen, due to resig- 
nation, death or other cause, has been 
for the two other Aldermen of the 
Ward to be accorded the privilege of 
suggesting the name of some resi- 
dent of their Ward for the position. 
The Board would then act upon the 
nomination thus made. 

Mr. Murray says that "I would not 
attempt to encroach upon the preroga- 
tive of Aldermen Jamieson and Mel- 
cher of Ward 7 and did not suggest 
the name of Mr. Rawaon or any other 
resident of the Ward to fill the va- 
cancy caused by my resignation. The 
fact that I now hold an appointive city 
office is another reason why I should 
not. and would not, attempt to name 
my successor.” 

Fn accordance with the established 
custom regarding the filling of va- 
cancies in the Newton Board of Al- 
dermen. the vacancy in Ward 7. caused 
by the resignation of Mr. Murray, 
will probably be filled at the meeting 
of the Board next Monday night. 
Some resident of Ward 7 will be nom- 
inated and seconded by Aldermen 
Jamieson and Melcher and subsequent 
action will then be taken by the 
Board. The two Ward 7 Aldermen 
have not announced the name of the 
person of their choice but among 
those considered for the position the 
name of Mr. George E. Rawson of 22 
Marlboro street, who has long been 
active in Ward 7 affairs, is prominent- 
ly mentioned.

hite it is our aim to furnish our readers with accurate news 
it is almost inevitable that occasionally errors occur. Last week 
we published a report to the effect that Water Commissioner 
Joseph J. Murray, Alderman-at-larpre from Ward 7 until his 
recent appointment, had named George E. Rawson to be elected 
to Mr. Murray’s seat on the Board. This report, published else- 
where, we received shortly before going to press and believed 
the report accurate. Attempted verification since our last issue 
reveals the fact that Mr. Murray had no knowledge of the 
report. Furthermore the selection of the person to fill the vac- 
ancy is the responsibility of the other two Aldermen from Ward 
7. Mr. Murray, as an appointed city official, could not properly 
name his successor. Neither would he encroach upon the pre- 
rogatives of his colleagues. In justice to Mr. Murray we willing- 
ly publish the true facts in our news columns this week and offer 
our sincere apologies to those concerned for any embarrass- 
ment the publication of the inaccurate report has caused. Re- 
ferring to our editorial comment praising the probable selection 
of Mr. Rawson, who unquestionably is among those considered 
for the vacant seat, we would reiterate our belief that his 
election to the Board would meet with the approval of a large 
majority.

There is a sharp contrast between 
the Republican and Democratic State 
tickets. Four of the seven positions 
on the O. O. P. ticket will be uncon- 
tested on September 20th, and only 
twelve candidates are now presenting 
their claims to the voters. The Dem- 
ocrats, on the other hand, have con- 
tests for every position but one— 
State Treasurer— and twenty-two can- 
didates are in the field. There is, 
however, one striking similarity. The 
leaders of both parties, with the no- 
table exception of James M. Curley, 
are backing the slates endorsed at the 
pre-primary Conventions at Worces- 
ter. and are doing all in their power 
to laugh off or to brush aside any and 
all other candidacies. 

It remained for a relatively obscure 
candidate, Elmer P. Atherton, of Re- 
vere. who is running for State Audi- 
tor on the Republican ticket, to cite 
one highly significant fact, namely: 
that the delegates to the pre-primary 
Convention were elected by approxi- 
mately ten per cent of the registered 
voters of the State. In other words, 
about ninety per cent of the voters 
were either indifferent or else were 
deliberately withholding judgment un- 
til September 20th, so that they might 
survey the entire field intelligently, 
listen to nil the candidates, weigh 
their qualifications, and then decide 
whom to vote for. More about Elmer 
Inter. 

Now, what are the high spots of the 
present campaign? As I see it, they 
are the candidacy of the stormy petrel 
of the Republican party, Frank A. 
Goodwin, Boston, for both party nomi- 
nations. and the extremely bitter con- 
test between General Charles H. Cole 
and former Mayor James M. Curley 
for the Democratic nomination as Gov- 
ernor. It is pertinent to suggest to 
those Republicans who instinctively 
admire Caspar G. Bacon and who will 
vote for him as a matter of course 
in the November election, that there 
is a chance, however remote, that 
Goodwin might beat him on Septem- 
ber 20th. Absurd, you say, — perfect- 
ly ridiculous! Well, let us look at 
the record. In the State primary elec- 
tion on September 18. 1928, C.oodwin 
polled 171.167 votes, while Frank G. 
Allen, subsequently elected Governor, 
polled 270,022. Not bad for Goodwin, 
who was playing a lone hand against 
the entire State organization and prac- 
tically all the newspapers. Turn now 
to the State primary on September 
20. 1932, when the Republicans nomi- 
nated the late William Sterling Young- 
man of Brookline for the Governor- 
ship. with a vote of 209,372. Running 
under substantially tile same condi- 
tions. although Youngman was admit- 
tedly a weaker candidate than Allen. 
Goodwin rolled up 178.676 votes. A 
little over 30,000 votes less than 
Youngman. Again not so bad. 

The question before the house Is, 
— will Goodwin fare better or worse 
against Gaspar G. Bacon? Many pol- 
iticians incline to the belief that 
Goodwin is weaker to-day; that the 
stormy petrel is petering out. May- 
be! Don’t forget, however, that he 
has the support of thousands on thou- 
sands of small-car owners due to his 
auto insurance plank — thousands of 
State employees, and thousands of in- 
dependent voters who sincerely be- 
lieve the truth of his oft-reiterated 
charge that the organization of both 
political parties in this State is di- 
rected by skillful hands operating 
from a well-known and highly re- 
spected law office located on State 
Street. Again, Goodwin is a two- 
fisted fighter, who neither asks nor 
gives quarter. (Salem papers please 
copy.) 

My purpose now is merely to warn 
the typical stay-at-home Republican 
that he or she may conceivably cause 
disaster by being over-confident and 
refraining from voting on September 
20th. Bear in mind, also, the fact that 
regardless of the outcome of the G. 
O. P. primary, Goodwin will run in- 
dependently on November 6th. He 
seems sure to poll a fair vote in the 
Democratic primary. His political 
hopes are based on his expectation 
of holding at the November election 
his supporters in both the party pri- 
maries and, in addition, attracting to 
his standard a large group of regu- 
larly independent voters who seldom 
attend the primaries of either party. 
Remember, too, that Goodwin may 
be the beneficiary of the votes of the 
losing candidate in the Democratic 
primary. If Curley loses — which I 
rather doubt — his supporters may 
knife Cole at election time by vot- 
ing for Goodwin. In my opinion, this 
is more plausible than the knifing of 
Curley by Cole, in case Cole should 
lose. 

Before covering the other high 
spot of the campaign, let me say a 
word about the other two contests 
in the G. O. P. ranks. Oscar U. 
Dionne, of New Bedford, will proba- 
bly defeat Thomas M. Vinson, of Win- 
chester, for Treasurer, although I am 
frank to say that a stronger and more 
appealing candidate than Vinson 
might conceivably have defeated 
Dionne. It is an unfortunate fact that 
thousands of Republicans Invariably 
present the uppearnneo on the State 
ticket of a candidate obviously select- 
ed for the purpose of attracting sup- 
port from some purticulur racial 
group. 

However, Dionne is such an out- 
standing candidate, has so much per- 
sonal appeal anil is such an effective 
speaker, that I shull he greatly sur- 
prised if he is not nominated. 

For State Auditor, Mrs. Ellzubeth 
W. Pigeon, of East Boston, lias the 
poll. Alonzo B. Cook seeuiH to be 
definitely out of the picture. The 
present Auditor, Francis X. Hurley, 
defeated him by 50,U00 votes in tin* 


1930 election, and swamped him by 
122,000 votes in t ho fall of 1932. Irma 
Adelaide Rich, of Boston, can be dis- 
missed very briefly. She was a worker 
in Cook’s department while he held 
office, and according to those on the 
inside, she hardly carried her own 
weight. Her votes will lie negligible. 
As for Elmer P. Atherton of Revere, 
previously mentioned, the* chances are 
that he will not poll n very large 
vote. His chief assets are Ills youth, 
his enthusiasm for the cause, and his 
ability to speak effectively. He is run- 
ning entirely on his own, and has been 
labelled "the mystery candidate" be 
cause no one has been able to find 
out who. if anybody, is backing him. 
Mrs. Pigeon is the only woman on the 
ticket, and received an enthusiastic 
endorsement at Worcester, although 
I seriously question whether she can 
he elected in November over her 
Democratic opponent. I believe she 
will win on September 20th with a 
very large majority. She is st splendid 
woman and very effective on the 
stump. 

Finally, a few comments on the Cole- 
Curley fight. If the election were held 
today, most political observers believe 
that Curley would win by a substan- 
tial margin. Many feel that he would 
win by ns much ns two to one. For 
some reason, which is not entirely 
clear to many of us. Cole lacks appeal 
on the stump or elsewhere. He is a 
splendid citizen and has held numer- 
ous public offices, most of them ap- 
pointive. however, and no one seems 
inclined to criticize him. In a word, 
he lacks color and appeal. Curley 
has gone so far as to call Cole a 
"shopworn nonentity,” but this is 
rougher than the situation calls for. 
Cole is also handicapped by the fact 
that he never wanted the nomination, 
and when it was placed in his lap at 
Worcester, it is my guess that his 
innermost feelings resembled those 
of a father holding his tiist infant 
and waiting for help from the nurse. 
In this case, there are two nurses, — 
Governor Ely and Senator Walsli, and 
they have taken a very long time 
coming to Cole’s rescue. Senator 
Walsh did not arrive until September 
5th, but from this point on he will 
undoubtedly prove extremely effec- 
tive. Whether or not the combined 
Ely- Walsh efforts can save Cole from 
being beaten by Curley on Septem- 
ber 20th remains to ho seen, but I 
suspect that Curley will win out. 

Curley has all the color and ap- 
peal that Cole lacks, and is practical- 
ly without a peer as a stump speak- 
er. He is playing a very shrewd 
game by extolling President Roose- 
velt and the N. R. A., regardless of 
how bitterly he may feel in his heart 
over the treatment that the Admin- 
istration has accorded him, and he 
is putting Cole in a very embarrass- 
ing position, simply because Cole can- 
not afford to be anything but pro- 
Roosevelt, even though Governor Ely 
runs around the country taking pot- 
shots at the N. R. A. If I were a 
Democrat I would prefer to be in 
Cole’s position, in spite of everything 
I have said about him. because Cole 
is practically certain to be appoint- 
ed to some influential State position, 
if he should be defeated, whereas Cur- 
ley can only be sure of a large and 
enthusiastic political funeral.

Rotary Club 

The Watertown Rotary Club was 
host to the Newton Club on Tuesday 
of this week at the Windsor Club In 
Watertown. Stanley P. Lovell, of the 
Watertown Club, and a resident of 
Newton Highlands, gave a very inter 
esting account of his impressions of 
Europe during a recent business trip. 
In beginning with Austria, when one 
surveys the unhappy state of affairs 
in that country, one feels ttyat tin* 
devil could not have made a worse 
job with the European map than did 
President Wilson. But, nevertheless, 
Mr. Lovell found the Austrians still 
gay in spite of all their economic and 
political trouble and as charmingly 
hospitable to the stranger as ever. 
Shortly before the assassination of 
Dolfuss. the speaker met the chancel- 
lor one night at the old home of 
Schubert, walking about the place in 
a fit of insomnia brought on by the 
troubles of state. At Munich the 
speaker had a visit with that remark- 
able author of the “Decline of the 
West,” Dr. Otto Spingler. The ques- 
tions that he asked showed his pro- 
found knowlege of America. Here in 
Germany, in Munich and elsewhere, 
the speaker got an insight into the re- 
cent political upheaval when Hitler 
put a stop to a pro-kaiser conspiracy 
by wholesome execution. From Jew- 
ish merchants one learns that the 
Jewish troubles have apparently 
ceased, as. aside from politics, the law 
and hanking, the Jews are now un- 
hampered in their activities. In fact 
our newspapers have exaggerated the 
seriousness of the Jewish situation 
from the beginning, according to Mr. 
Lovell. There is no doubt that the 
Germans are following Hitler with 
all the fervor of religious zeal. 

As compared with Germany, there 
is little bitterness in France. That 
country is now enjoying a prosperity 
similar to ours before 1929. Everybody 
is busy. In England, Mr. Lovell had 
the unexpected pleasure of meeting 
another notable, this time Lloyd 
George, who happened to sit opposite 
to him at a hotel table. Discussing the 
debt question, Mr. Lloyd George and 
Mr. Lovell could not agree, the for- 
mer English prime minister being un- 
able to concede to the point that a 
nation should pay if it could, just as 
an individual, even if it is unable to 
collect from those other smaller na- 
tions to whom the borrowed money 
went. With this interesting tete-a-tete, 
Mr. Lovell closed his sketchy but de 
lightful and informative talk. Presi- 
dent Harold Pevear of the Watertown 
Club presided.

Go To Dighton 
On Strike Duty 

Helping To Guard Mill From 
Outside Strikers 


Last Sunday a squad of ten New- 
ton policemen, in charge of Serg. 
Leehan, went to Dighton to perform 
strike duty in that town where a de- 
termined and successful attempt has 
been made to exclude strikers from 
Fall River and other places from in- 
terfering with the workers at the 
Mount Hope Finishing Company, the 
textile mill there.

The License Hoard has sent notices 
to holders of liquor licenses in this 
city that no alcoholic beverages can 
he sold in Newton during polling 
hours on Sept. 20, the date of the 
primary election; or on the days of 
the State and City elections.

In a good old New England “Nor’- 
easter,’’ Scouters and Rovers of Nor- 
umbega Council, Inc.. Boy Scouts of 
America, greeted a bus load of 16 
Scouts and Leaders from 16 provinces 
of France on Saturday evening, Sept. 
8th. at the Council Office in Newton- 
ville. They were from "Scouts de 
France," the Catholic organization of 
the Boy Scouts in France. In charge 
was National Commissioner Paul Coze, 
of the organization and the Chaplain, 
Abbe Ramondot, assistant to the Arch- 
bishop of Paris. 

On their arrival late in the evening, 
the bus load, after being greeted by 
Scout Commissioner C. S. Redmond, 
Commissioner for Cubbing, Elmer E. 
Ellsworth. Rovers of the local Lief 
Erieson Rover Crew and the Scout 
Executive. L. A. Bruce, Jr., were es- 
corted to City Hull. Leading the pro- 
cession was a police armored car in 
charge of Sergeant Meehan, provided 
through the courtesy of Chief Hughes 
and Lieutenant Mahoney of the New- 
ton Police Department and then a car 
bearing the French "Tricouler,” 
which, by tiie way, "made a hit” with 
the overseas Scouts. 

In the absence of Mayor Weeks, Mr. 
James Dempsey received the group at 
the City Hall and escorted them to the 
Memorial Building, where they were 
shown tiie tableaux of scenes from 
wars in which tiie United States took 
part. They were shown the memorial 
hall and the Aldermen’s chamber as 
well. In t he mayor’s office they were 
much intrigued by the “secret stair- 
way.” 

The original plan of the local Coun- 
cil Committee was to have the group 
set up Camp on the Auburndale Play- 
ground, located on the Charles River 
and the Rover Crew of the Council 
was to have supper prepared. The 
Playground Department, Mr. Ernest 
Hermann, Superintendent, co-operated 
to the fullest extent in making the 
playground and its facilities available. 
However, the weather cancelled tiie 
plans. Instead Mr. Harry Bascom, 
general secretary ot the Newton Y. M. 
C. A., generously offered the Council 
the use or the Y and all facilities and 
they were quickly and thankfully ac- 
cepted. 

On leaving tiie City Hall, the group 
went to the Y. M. C. A. under escort 
and dinner was ready, having been 
prepared by the Rovers, with Mr. W. 
R. Speirs, Assistant Scout Executive. 

Tiie room where the dinner was held 
was decorated by tiie French tricolors 
and the tables had alternate candles 
of red, white and blue with red, white 
and blue streamers on the tables. 

Tiie group was served with the 
typical New England Saturday night 
supper, beans and brown bread, start- 
ing with tomato juice cocktail and ice 
cream for dessert, as a novelty. There 
was some question in the minds of tiie 
French Scouts about the tomato juice 
cocktail, for it was new to most of 
them, but they suiled in avidly when 
it came to the beans and brown bread. 

At the close of dinner, the guests 
were extended a welcome by the Scout 
Executive, who introduced Acting 
Mayor Roy V’. Collins, who extended 
a welcome in the name of the city, to 
the City, to Massachusetts and to the 
United States. Inasmuch as most of 
the French could not speak English, 
Commissioner Paul Coze had to in- 
terpret. Mr. Collins’ welcome was 
fine and struck the perfect note of 
friendship between nations as pro- 
moted by the International Scout 
brotherhood. 

Scout Philip Phaneuf of Troop 5, 
Centre, a French-speaking Scout, ex- 
tended a welcome to tiie group, ad- 
dressing them in French, in the name 
of tiie Norumbega Council and the Boy 
Scouts of America. The Norumbega 
group could not understand what lie 
said, hut the long and loud applause 
indicated the Scouts of France were 
"hit between wind and water” by a 
welcome in their own tongue. "Philly," 
as the other Scouts cull him. did u 
bang-up job.

Derby Street 
Residents Want 
Improvements 

A number of residents of Derby 
street. West Newton appeared at City 
Hall on Monday night to petition for 
the improvement and acceptance of 
this street from Waltham street to a 
point near Raugeley road. Carl Gelss 
of 24 Derby street, speaking for Mrs. 
Cook, favored the improving of the 
street. He said It is 80 years old 
and the only through thoroughfare 
from West Newton to Waltham be- 
tween High street and River street. 
A large amount of motor vehicle traf- 
fic uses this narrow, dirt road and 
heavy trucks make It very rough and 
dusty. He stated that over 80% of 
owners of improved property on the 
part of the street for which the im- 
provement is sought, favor the project, 
and that the work of improving the 
street will provide employment for 
Newton residents. 

John McGarrahan of 93 Adena road, 
corner of Derby street, favored the 
improvement. He said a great quan- 
tity of dust comes from Derby street, 
and that stones, picked up by auto 
mobile tires, are hurled onto his yard. 
He commended P. J. Greelish of 35 
Derby street for the latter’s work in 
voluntarily levelling off the ruts on 
Derby street and filling holes in it. 
Mr. Greelish also advocated the im- 
proving of the street.

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A public hearing was held at the 
meeting of the Board of Aldermen on 
Monday night on the petition of John 
T. Bums for a permit to establish a 
gasoline filling station at 3 Waltham 
st.. West Newton, at the corner of 
Cherry st. This locus is at the New- 
ton -Waltham line and part of the land 
on the proposed station site is in Wal- 
tham. The lot is triangular in shape, 
with the narrow end at the corner of 
Waltham and Cherry sts. Mr. Burns 
desires to obtain a permit to install 
6 underground tanks with a capacity 
for the storage of 6000 gallons of 
gasoline. Six pumps would be erect- 
ed in connection with the tanks. 

John T. Burns. Jr., spoke in favor 
of the petition. He said the locus is 
on State Highway 128 and is the only 
land zoned for business in Newton 
on this route between Newtonville 
square and the Waltham line, in- 
stated that the station would be leased 
for 10 years and this would prevent 
any business building being • erected to 
cause a blind corner. He said that this 
land was zoned for business in 1922. 
and that its assessed value lias been 
tripled since, and that Mr. Walton and 
others who object to the granting of ’a 
gasoline permit on it have erected 
houses nearby since that time. He 
said the oil company which wants to 
lease the land will erect an attractive 
service station on it. He commented 
that tills is the only practical purpose 
for which the land can be used, and 
that Waltham lias freely given per- 
mits for filling stations in this vicinity. 

Alderman Hutchinson asked Mr. 
Burns how tiie part of the lot located 
in Waltham is zoned. He also asked 
it similar permits have been sought 
in past years. Mr. Burns replied that 
the Waltham part of the land is zoned 
for business. He said that a similar 
permit had been asked for before, 
but because of an error in sending out 
notices, tiie petition had been with- 
drawn. 

John T. Burns followed his son in 
speaking in favor of the petition. He 
asked tiie Aldermen to consider the 
plight of a man who lias been paying 
heavy taxes for years on many lots of 
land, and cannot dispose of this land 
for building purposes when existing 
economic conditions prevent builders 
from obtaining money to erect resid- 
ences and other buildings. Mr. Burns 
said he lias been in business in New- 
ton for 45 years, that he is not seek- 
ing tiie permit on speculation, but to 
enable him to pay his heavy taxes. He 
commented that he is "land heavy" 
and “in the red" on land. He said lie 
has never asked the city for favors, 
except for just favors, and that the 
corner will he beautified by the sta- 1 
tion. Asked by Alderman Gallagher 
if he lias ever received a permit for 
a gasoline station. Mr. Burns said lie 
has not. 

Thomas Joyce, a real estate man of 
Waltham who has developed nearby 
property, said lie had been asked by 
a number of persons to oppose tho 
petition. Willis Good of 102 Waltham 
st. protested against the petition for 
himself and six other taxpayers. He 
said he had built his home in this 
neighborhood 21 years ago. and he and 
liis neighbors have tried to keep the 
section attractive. He said that there 
are four gas stations within 400 yards 
of the place and there is no need for 
another station. George Ferris of 
Joyce rd.. Waltham, opposed the sta- 
tion on the contention that it will 
cause a traffic danger to children and 
will disturb nearby residents because 
it will be kept open late nights. 

Margaret Sullivan of S9 Waltham 
st. said she would he afraid to allow 
her six children outside her yard if the 
station were located at the proposed 
site. Other objectors said the city 
should buy the land at the corner and 
make it into a small park. Letters of 
protest were received from James 
Walton and Moses Berg Jut ino of Wal- 
tham street.

the game, such as blocking, tackling, 
the learning of assignments, and 
handling the ball. With a group of 
seven lettermen as a nucleus there is 
the foundation of a smooth-working 
team but constant attention will he 
paid to the development of capable 
reserves for this first unit. 

Over one hundred and seventy-five 
boys have been equipped thus far with 
a number of others coming out daily. 
It is probable that around two hun- 
dred candldati 8 will be given suits 
and assigned to the various squads. At 
the present time Coach Sanborn has 
a so-called varsity squad of about sev- 
enty-five from which several combina- 
tions have been formed. As about 
forty of these are members of the 
senior class and as the intermediate 
and junior varsity squads are com- 
prised entirely of juniors and sopho- 
mores. Coach Sanborn plans to retain 
the seniors on the varsity squad until 
it is indicated clearly that they are 
not of varsity calibre. 

The present Team A baekfleld has 
Gilbert Myers at quarterback. He 
was third string quarter last year and 
regular Intermediate quarterback in 

1932 and is the leading candidate for 
regular duty now. Although light, he 
is a fairly accurate passer, the best 
punter on the squad and has the mak- 
ings of a good field general. With 
Myers in the Team A baekfleld are 
Paul Treannie. Savignano and Moore. 
Treannie is the only letterman of the 
quartet. He showed flashes of ability 
last year that may bring him to star- 
dom when playing regularly. He will 
be used as a bucking back. Savig- 
nano and Moore played in several 
games last fall and with Myers and 
Treannie work together very smooth- 
ly. Moore, a colored youth, is playing 
the wingback position while Sav- 
ignano is the interfering back. 

Assistant Coach Charlie Considine's 
Team A line is replete with letter- 
men, one in every position except at 
right tackle. Melvin Swig, who 
played tackle and substitute centre 
last fall, has the first call as regular 
centre at the present time. Jim Stew- 
art, Newcomb and Packard are three 
other candidates for the berth who 
may give Swig a battle as the season 
progresses. Two regulars from the 

1933 eleven are on hand for their po- 
sitions as guards. They are Satn Mil- 
ler on the left of the line and Gale 
Wisback on the right. Several other 
guard candidates are showing prom- 
ise of development and Miller and 
Wisbach will have to keep on their 
toes to retain their positions. Ben 
Grow. 1933 tackle, is at left tackle 
with Galen Clevenger on the right 
side of the line. Grow’s experience 
and late-season development last year 
stamps him as one of the dependables 
in this season’s frontier. Clevenger 
has almost everything that makes a 
good tackle except experience and 
speed. He is solidly built throughout 
his 6-foot 3-inch frame and weighs 
232 pounds. He seems to have lots of 
courage and stamina and has been 
taking his share of the bumps with de- 
termination to make good. Ho has a 
long way to go before rounding out 
into a finished product and has con- 
siderable close competition but his 
build and weight can be used although 
speed may he sacrificed. Captain Gus 
Castoldi and Jim Byrnes, regular ends 
of last fall, are outstanding on this 
year’s squad. Both play the game for 
all it is worth and it would be no sur- 
prise to Newton football fans if this 
pair were among the high scorers of 
the team as pass receivers. 

Taken as a whole the Team A elev- 
en is a fairly smooth-working unit, 
both offensively and defensively. One 
of the outstanding weaknesses is the 
lack of a capable kicker who can get 
the bull down the field. With a pair 
of ends like Castoldi and Byrnes a 
good distance kicker would be an im- 
portant cog in the Newton style of 
play this coming season. Many yards 
could be gained with little fear of 
lengthy runs by the receiver. The 
first scrimmage session was held on 
Tuesday of this week. It was a short, 
snappy workout with longer sessions 
to be held as the squad rounds into 
condition for more strenuous work. A 
number of minor injuries such as 
slight sprains and bruises have been 
the result of the ten duys of prac- 
tice thus far but no injuries which 
have caused a player to forego prac- 
tice for any length of time have oc- 
curred. 

While little bus been heard from 
the Arlington camp the Spy Ponders 
will come to Newtonville on Satur- 
day, Sept. 22nd, determined to annex 
another victory at the expense of the 
orange and black. The Arlington 
eleven lost a number of its 1933 
stars through graduation last June 
but there are a number of veterans 
on hand for line positions. It seems 
probable that the two elevens will 
meet each other on about tho same 
terms us a year ago with Newton 
having a little smoother working 
eleven thun in 1933.

JOHN WATERS TO 

ENTER UN1V. OF PENN 

John Waters of 25 Irving Rtreet, 
Newton Centre, left this week for 
Philadelphia where he enters the Uni- 
versity of Pennsylvania. Waters, one 
of the prominent athletes in the New- 
ton high school during the past sev- 
eral years, bids fair to hold his own 
in fast company. 

During the baseball season which 
ended last June he reached the heights 
desired by all schoolboy athletes 
all-scholastic selection. On the team 
chosen by the Boston Globe he was 
named captain and utility due to the 
fnct that during the Newton high sea- 
son he played practically every posi- 
tion on the nine.

In 1931 Waters was a steady play- 
er at second base and gained consid- 
erable experience there in his first 
year of varsity baseball. In the fall 
of 1931 he was a promising candidate 
for an end berth on the football elev- 
en and had practically clinched a 
berth after the first few games until 
injured In the Everett game on Oct. 
12th. The Injury meant no more foot- 
ball and kept young Waters out of 
school for several months. During 
the Spring of 1932 he was back in 
school but played no baseball.

Camp Mary Day 
Closes Successful 
Season Aug. 20 


On AugiiRt 30th, Camp Mary Day. 
tile Newton Girl Scout Camp, ended 
lt» twelfth and most successful sea- 
son. 

One hundred and twenty-seven 
girls, most of them from Newton, and 
nil of them Girl Scouts, had the fun 
and joy of spending from one to eight 
weeks in that lovely spot on None- 
such Pond. 

Camp opened on July 2nd and for 
eight weeks the woods and fields, 
camp house and cabins rang with 
laughter and happy voices, excepting 
between the last lingering echoes of 
Taps, when the campers settled down 
to rest, and the first strains of Rev- 
eille which woke the girls to another 
Joyful and busy day. 

The Specialty Groups this year were 
very largely Nature Groups. Water 
Life Finder was especially popular and 
many happy hours were spent pad- 
dling in the brook or peering under 
the rocks and In the grasses on the 
shore of the pond. 

Wild Flower Finder was also chosen 
by a large number of girls who never 
dreamed that so many flowers could 
he found on the camp grounds when 
they first started this project. It did- 
n’t take long to find the fifty needed, 
however, and then they all had to he 
identified. 

Land Animal Finder was fun. too. 
Chipmunks were watched, bunnies 
spied at and a long patient wait at 
the garden in hopes Mr. Woodchuck 
would come out of his hole. This 
group visited the Wellesley Farms 
Dairy Co., which supplied the camp 
with such delicious milk — where they 
saw the cows and were shown all the 
wonders of a well equipped, modern 
dairy. 

Map making. Fire building— even 
In the rain — compass reading, obser- 
vation, Morse code signalling, and 
many other Girl Scout requirements 
for the Second and First class test 
were a part of each morning’s pro- 
gram and at twelve o’clock and mail 
time came before one knew it. Three 
postmen, appointed each week by the 
girls, one for each Unit, delivered 
the mail. And an exciting part of 
the day it always proved to he. After 
that, dinner, then rest hour and Hur- 
rah — Swimming — the most popular 
time of each day. 

A large number of girls learned 
to swim at camp this summer and 63 
passed the First Class swimming test. 
Many girls were able to complete the 
Swimmers Merit Badge and 5 passed 
the Red Cross Junior Life saving test 
Three of the Councillors were made 
Red Cross Senior Life Savers at camp 
which brought the number of coun- 
cillors who were Life Savers up to 
eleven, |four of them being exam- 
iners. The swimming area for begin- 
ners was doubled in size this year 
so this group of girls had a splen- 
did, large space in which to work on 
"strokes”. There was great applause 
at camp assembly when “fish" were 
given out and girls could change tlieir 
caps from red to green. Blue caps 
were looked at with great awe hut 
as many of the girls were too young 
to attempt life-saving they had to be 
content to look forward to that for 
another year. 

Forty-eight girls could be accom- 
modated at the camp at one time and 
with the Staff and Councillors the 
camp family numbered sixty four 
most of the season. 

Miss Caroline Freeman of West 
Newton, Local Director for the New- 
ton Girl Scouts, headed the group as 
Camp Director as she has done every 
year since the camp was first built 
in 1922.

Final Survey of the Primary Contests 


The Republican Primaries 

Next Thursday the voters of Newton will go to the polls to 
nominate Republican and Democratic candidates for the various 
offices to be filled at the State election in November. As we 
have always adhered to Republican policies and believe it our 
duty to inform our readers as to those candidates whom we 
believe should be named to the positions they seek we comment 
upon the most important contests in the coming primaries. 
Little need be said upon the contest for the Republican nom- 
ination for Governor between the present Lieut. -Gov. Gaspar G. 
Bacon and Frank A. Goodwin. There is no comparison between 
the assertions being made by the former Registrar of Motor 
Vehicles and the sound, progressive stand taken by Bacon. We 
look to Gaspar Bacon to lead the Republican party in Massa- 
chusetts to victory in November. With a well-balanced State 
ticket we also believe that the choices named by the pre- 
primary Convention in June should be given the support of all 
Republicans. There is no question but this ticket will receive 
an almost unanimous Republican vote, as the opposing candi- 
dates are little known. However, there are several contests in 
which there is considerable interest for Newton voters. 

The Governor’s Council 

The contest in which the greatest amount of local interest 
has been centered is the three-cornered battle for the 
Republican nomination for member of the Governor’s Council 
in the Third District which includes Newton, Brookline, Water- 
town, Waltham, parts of Boston and Cambridge and several 
towns to the northwest of Newton. Miss Margaret McGill, 
Frank A. Brooks and Russell A. Wood are the candidates. 
From all indications Miss McGill and Mr. Brooks will lead Mr. 
Wood. We believe that Miss McGill should be elected to the 
Governor’s Council. The seat of the Governor’s Council for 
this district has been filled for the past several years by Mrs. 
Esther Andrews of Brookline whom we opposed when we 
believed a better candidate was in the field. The question of 
whether or not there should be a woman member of the council 
is not the issue. Miss McGill is thoroughly qualified for the 
position. She has had a great amount of experience in the study 
of history, economics and government. It has been her life work. 
We have known her for twenty years and have always held 
a high regard for her opinion and breadth of mind. Many per- 
sons may ask why we support Miss McGill and not Mr. Brooks. 
There are few persons who do not know Mr. Brooks or at 
least something of his long and faithful service in criminal 
welfare as Parole Commissioner. We know Mr. Brooks per- 
sonally and value his friendship. Like Miss McGill he is quali- 
fied for the position on the Governor’s Council. During the 
past few years we believe Mr. Brooks would have been an in- 
valuable member of the council because he is a specialist in 
the field of penology. This has been an outstanding issue in 
previous elections but in the present contest for the Governor- 
ship it has entirely faded from the picture. Thus we believe 
that the choice to be made is between a candidate with a gen- 
eral experience, Miss McGill, and one with a more specialized 
experience, Mr. Brooks. 

The High Sheriff of Middlesex County 

Another contest of considerable local interest is for the nom- 
ination for the office of high sheriff of Middlesex County. A 
large field of candidates, a number of them but slightly known, 
have tossed their hats into the ring. We unhesitatingly urge the 
voters of Newton to nominate Harry Dunlap Brown of Billerica 
for the position. Mr. Brown, we believe, is the one Republican 
candidate in the field who can be elected to this position in 
November. In fact it is known that Mr. Brown’s entry into the 
contest caused one or more prospective Democratic candidates 
to refrain from seeking their own party nomination. Mr. Brown 
has served six years in the Mass. Legislature and during the 
past year was the Republican “whip” of the House. He is held 
in high esteem by his colleagues and received practically the 
unanimous support of those members from Middlesex County. 
It is extremely rare when a man of Mr. Brown’s calibre is 
available for such an important position. 

Middlesex County Commissioner 

In this contest several candidates are seeking the position 
formerly held by the late Erson B. Barlo\v of Lowell. Rep. 
Victor F. Jew’ett of Low ell, for twenty-three years a member of 
the House and for fourteen years the Republican “whip”, was 
appointed to the position upon Mr. Barlow’s death last winter. 
He is a candidate and, we believe, should be re-elected to the 
position because of his long experience with state and county 
affairs. 

House of Representatives 

With two Representative districts in Newton and three can- 
didates for the tw'o seats from each district another contest__of 
local interest is provided. In the 4th Middlesex District, com- 
prised of Wards 1, 2, 3, and 7 the two present members, Reps. 
William B. Baker and Warren K. Brimblecom are candidates 
for re-election. They are opposed by a young Newtonville man, 
Theodore Morrison, w'ho is inexperienced in legislative and 
political affairs and there seems little question but that the 
voters should return the present members. In the 5th Mid- 
dlesex District, comprised of Wards 4, 5, and 6 the two present 
members, Speaker Leverett Saltonstall and Clarence S. Luit- 
wieler are candidates for re-election. Alderman John H. Gordon 
of Auburndale is the third candidate. It is naturally assumed 
that Mr. Gordon is opposing Mr. Luitwieler who has frequently 
been the center of previous political storms. Of course Speaker 
Saltonstall should be re-elected. We believe also that Rep. 
Luitwieler, independent and aggressive, should be returned over 
Mr. Gordon, who has a likable personality but is of a more 
retiring and easy-going nature. 


Vote Next Thursday, September 20th 


During the post ten weeks 1 have 
been surveying the various contests 
in the political arena and giving my 
readers the high spots as I saw them 
It is hardly necessary to state at this 
time that numerous chnnges have 
taken place as the campaign developed. 
Some candidates withdrew before 
the closing date in mid-August — oth- 
ers entered the lists unexpectedly. 
Other developments have taken place 
which necessitate a recapitulation on 
my part. For example, look at the sit- 
uation in our Congressional District 
the Ninth. Congressman Luce still has 
.i dear field In the G. o. P. Primaries, 
but his chances for re-election on No- 
vember 6th dwindled perceptibly when 
Mayor Richard M. Russell of Cam 
bridge became a candidate for the 
Democratic nomination shortly before 
the closing date for filing papers. 
When Russell, the son of a distin- 
guished Democratic Governor of Mas- 
sachusetts. entered the fray, former 
Congressman Deitrick and three other 
younger Democrats — Delaney, Cauley, 
Collins, son of former Mayor Patrick 
Collins of Boston, withdrew. There 
are those who profess to see the hand 
of young James Roosevelt in connec- 
tion with these withdrawals. How- 
ever, two of the original candidates, 
Albert Brophy of Waltham and Frank 
L. White of Newton, are still in the 
running, although White appears to 
be relatively unknown. Brophy has 
substantial following, especially in 
his home town, but the experts con- 
cede Russell the nomination by a wide 
margin. 

Personally. I shall always be puz- 
zled over the speed and the generosity 
of Deitrick’s withdrawal, in view of 
his remarkable run against Luce in 
1932 and his apparently excellent 
chance to win out this time. Of 
course Russell has always drawn con- 
siderable support from Republican and 
independent sources and that will be 
a big help in a contest with Luce. 
On the other hand, it is frequently 
stated that Russell is very unpopular 
with Cambridge Democrats and that 
they will gladly vote for him for Con- 
gressman in order to get rid of him as 
Mayor! Curious reasoning, is it not? 

The situation as regards the U. S. 
Senatorship remains unchanged. Rob- 
ert M. Washburn of Boston and Wor- 
cester has steadfastly declined all in- 
vitations to speak at rallies ever since 
the G. O. P. Pre-primary convention 
endorsed him at Worcester. At that 
time many of the Republican leaders 
were making faces behind his back 
and bending every effort to side-track 
him. I shall watch with profound in- 
terest to see if these leaders will get 
in line and play the game as they 
so frequently demand that we of the 
rank and file should. 

Washburn made one joyful contribu- 
tion a short time ago when he was 
asked why he was so inactive. Said 
he: "Why should I get all steamed 
up now. when I do not know whether 
or not Dave Walsh will beat Edward 
P. Barry in the Democratic Primary?" 

The State ticket situation has not 
changed markedly since I wrote last 
week's column. Curley is slipping 
a bit as Governor Ely and General 
Cole put on the pressure. Senator 
Walsh, however, holds the key to the 
problem. His influence with the rank 
and file of his party is tremendous — 
far in excess of Ely’s and Cole’s com- 
bined. if he pulls out every single 
stop on the organ and works night 
and day in Cole’s behalf. Curley can 
and will be beaten. Will Walsh do 
it? Probably, and yet the Curley lead 
is so substantial even now that it is 
frankly difficult to envisage his de- 
feat. 

One word about Frank Goodwin, 
whom I discussed at length last week. 

I just recalled that Governor Ely 
sized him up rather humorously a 
few weeks ago when he referred to 
"a candidate who was like a three- 
legged stool and who would probably 
stay in the same place until some- 
body moved him”! 

One more comment on the Cole- 
Curley battle. Former Representa- 
tive Vincent Brogna has been ap- 
pointed Justice of the Superior Court 
to fill the vacancy created by Judge 
Burns’ retirement. This is no news 
to the insiders, who told me to watch 
for it before September 20th. Brogna 
is the first Italian to he appointed to 
the Bench in Massachusetts. It is a 
fair guess that his compatriots will 
be disposed to cast a vote for Cole, 
tlie Ely- Walsh candidate. 

Coming down to the local contests, 
we find no marked change in the Sher- 
iff scrap. Harry Brown is still in 
the lead, although Joseph McElroy lias 
gained strength in many quarters. So 
has Ralph Robart, whose punch and 
candor make friends wherever he 
goes. He states very frankly that the 
job of Sheriff must be a good one: 
otherwise twenty Republicans and 
Democrats would not be fighting so 
strenuously for it. Ho likes his own 
record as well as anybody else’s — he 
thinks he is thoroughly qualified, and 
lie would like the job. To mo, that 
is rather refreshing. 

Clurence Kidder has, I believe, 
made a tactical blunder in drugging 
the widow of the late Sheriff Into the 
fight, — especially bad if it is true, as 
his opponents charge, .that Kidder 
was not always loyal to Mr. Falrbairn. 

As I see it, Henry Wulker repre- 
sents in this campaign the influence 
of Frank R. Sullivan in our 1933 May- 
oralty campaign. There is this dif- 
ference, however. Walker will poll 
a much larger vote than Sullivun 
did. 

My guess on this race is: Brown, 
McElroy, Robart, Kidder and Wulker 
in that order, with the other six cun- 
didates pretty far to the reur. 

The Legislative situation is un- 


changed and Senator Hollis got 
break when he declined to remove 
himself from the field and success- 
fully warded off a potential threat 
front the Western end of the Sena- 
torial district. He is now unopposed 
for the Republican nomination. 

Lastly, we have the four-cornered 
contest for the Governor’s Council. 
Page Sylvester Kaufmnn of Brookline, 
whom I have yet to see at a rally. 
His strength is probably negligible. 

This fight has centered largely 
around the action of the G. O. P. City 
Committee in endorsing Miss McGill 
early in August. Since then the bat- 
tle lias raged, increasing in intensity 
and bitterness ns September 20th ap- 
proaches. No other city committee 
lias interfered in local contests. The 
State Committee lias asked for neu- 
trality until after the Primaries. 
What will be the result? I do not 
know, but I suspect that Newton’s 
candidate will he badly cut in other 
pnrts of the Councillor District. To 

lesser degree, the same thing ap- 
plies to Harry Brown in the Sheriff 
ontest and Victor Jewett in the Coun- 
y Commissioner battle. Both were 
endorsed by the Newton City Com- 
mittee at the same time as Miss Mc- 
Gill. Personally, I object to this pol- 
icy and have fought it to the best of 
my ability. 

My guess here is: Frank A. Brooks 
of Watertown to win, Miss McGill a 
close second, and Russell A. Wood of 
Cambridge third. 

Regardless of your opinion of the 
various contests, be sure and go to 
the polls and vote on Thursday, Sep- 
tember 20th.

ABOUT TOWN

Next Thursday. Sept. 20th. is the 
date of the State Primary Election. A 
large percentage of our citizens don’t 
bother to go to tin* polls on primary 
election days. Tills indifference to 
their public duty is more in evidence 
in Newton, with its supposedly "much 
above the average in intelligence" 
population, than in many cities and 
towns where the voters are not of the 
"white collar” class. Newton is a city 
where the Republican party is largely 
in the majority; it is located in Mid- 
dlesex County, which is dominated by 
the Republican party: it is in a Con- 
gressional district where the Repub- 
lican nomination usually means elec- 
tion. So. as far as State and the Con- 
gressional fights ore concerned, the 
primary election in Newton is more 
important in some ways than is the 
regular election. It isn’t necessary to 
tell most persons that we are living 
in strenuous times. Economic, so- 
cial. political conditions are all awry. 
GOD only knows what the future por- 
tends. Inasmuch as the Christian re- 
ligion believes that GOD endows man 
with free will, and most of those in 
the U. S. A. who profess to believe in 
any religion, claim to be Christiuns, 
it is up to them to help themselves, 
and not depend altogether on GOD, or 
blame him. the devil, or the "reds" 
for tlie results of human selfishness, 
shortsightedness and indifference. 
Existing economic and social condi- 
tions are causing our governments, 
Federal. State and local, to have more 
and more to do with what formerly 
were our strictly private affairs. If 
you want matters to grow worse, con- 
tinue to shirk your part in political 
activities. If you want to try to help 
mend a bad state of affairs, go to the 
primary election next Thursday and 
take part in the selection of men for 
women) whose control of your lives 
is Itecoming of increasing import be- 
cause of tlie transition from private 
to public control of a large part of our 
activities. 

The writer is going to vote for 
Frank A. Brooks of Watertown next 
Thursday as Republican candidate for 
the Governor’s Council. We are going 
to vote for Mr. Brooks because he is 
badly needed at the State House. It 
should not lie necessary to remind 
our reuders of tlie startling increase 
in tlie number of pardons of murder- 
ers and vicious criminals during the 
pust several years.

School For Those Seeking 

Jobs To Start Second Year 

On Sept. 17th. the School for 
Those Seeking Positions, founded by 
Roger W. Babson, begins its second 
year. This will be preluded by the 
members of the group attending the 
sessions of the Babson National Busi- 
ness Conference which starts Sept. 
12th. The school is located on tie* 
campus of Buhson Institute, Welles- 
ley Hills. 

During the past years five groups 
liuve had the benefit of this course. 
Mr. Babson founded tills new school 
because lie felt tliut many of the men 
and women wulklng the streets look- 
ing for work were unemployed be- 
cause they did not use the right tech- 
nique in going after a Job. The past 
year lias proved the correctness of 
tills premise. 

One of tiie most unique features of 
tills new school is the personal guar- 
antee made by Mr. Babson tliut any 
who may not get a Job in sixty days 
after the two months’ course is com- 
pleted will have their tuition refund- 
ed. 

A good muny from the Newtons 
have been in previous groups. Others 
are belug interviewed for this new 
group. 


The All Newton Music School wish 
es to draw attention to the unusual 
opportunity li offers in preparatory 
and supplementary Group-work of the 
most approved sort. Besides Solfege 
and Harmony for older pupils, classes 
nre now forming for pre-instrumental 
preparation (ages 6-8) and for supple- 
mentary theory work in Elementary 
and Junior Grades (8-13). 

The attractive and interesting deni 
onstrntions by young pupils of the 
Theory Classes at Recitals and Con- 
certs last season have brought inquir- 
ies as to membership in t ho classes 
of pupils not otherwise enrolled in 
the school. Such pupils will lie ac- 
cepted gladly so far as there may be 
vacancies, since the very moderate 
rate asked helps to finance the classes 
for less favored students. 

Up-to-date, modern music pedagogy 
recognizes the great importance of 
such classwork. and during recent 
years a skilful technique hns been 
built up.

1 — To bring out the music latent in 
almost every child. 

2 — To give him a background of the 
elements of music. 

Such training is immensely valuable 
to all music students hut impossible 
to achieve at the individual technical 
lesson ns will be readily seen from 
the following brief summary of the 
work. 

Feeling for rhythm is strengthened 
by many skilful devices (games, etc., 
for young children). The signs for 
rhythm (notes, rests, etc.) are then 
learned and practised in the very in- 
teresting rhythm band. This is dir- 
ectly connected with music apprecia- 
tion in the study of classics appro- 
priate to the grade. Great interest is 
added when the selection. — a Schu 
bert March, a Bach Minuet or the like, 
— is played with one of the school's 
orchestras as was demonstrated at 
the final concert in the high school 
last May. Next notation is connected 
with staff-writing and the invention 
of short melodies. Ear-training, inter- 
vals, chords, scales, keys, all have 
their place in the course of study and 
are taken up systematically. Harmon- 
ic perception and recognition make a 
fascinating part of the work all of 
which should parallel the work of the 
first three years on an instrument in 
order to gain real and lasting results.

The riots In connection with the tex- 
tile strike nt Snylesvllle nnd Woon- 
socket, both within 40 miles of New- 
ton, bring close to home the serious- 
ness of the times. We have expected 
such occurrences. The World War 
produced a callousness regarding the 
safety of human lives which is reflect- 
ed in tlie unnecessary slaughter of 
thousands in tills country each month 
by automobile operators. The chaotic 
condition of society resulting from the 
long continued economic collapse, the 
disregard for law evidenced hy nil 
classes of our citizens, the heroizing 
of criminals in moving pictures, and 
the hectic condition of humanity in 
general, makes the vandalistic out- 
breaks of the hoodlum element in 
youth a natural sequence. Most of 
those who indulged in violence in Ihe 
Rhode Island riots were youths nnd 
not strikers. Such vandalism must 
and will he severely dealt with. 

It’s funny how ready a lot of per- 
sons are these days to blame the 
“reds” when anything occurs for 
which they would appear to be more 
or less culpable themselves. One of 
the latest things for which the “reds” 
were blamed was the burning of the 
“Morro Castle.*’ This disaster was 
first reported to have been caused by 
an Act of God. It was claimed that 
a bolt of lightning set the ship on 
fire. Subsequently the “reds” were 
held responsible. It used to be the 
fashion to blame the Devil. Now it’s 
the custom to blame the “reds.” It’s 
a wonder the crew of the burned ship 
didn’t accuse the “reds” for their 
failure to save more than a few pass- 
engers of the “Morro Castle” in the 
six lifeboats that put off from the de- 
stroyed craft.

German Youth 
For Hitler, Says 
Rotary Speaker 


“About sixty to sixty-five per cent 
of the people of Germany are solidly 
behind Hitler,” said Dr. Ralph Bis- 
choflf In his talk to the Rotarians on 
Monday. "That,” he added, “is prob- 
ably a conservative estimate. Of 
course, many more are upholding his 
regime although in many instances 
rather half-heartedly. They criticize 
the Fuehrer but find him the least ob- 
jectionable of three alternatives. In 
Other words, they prefer Hitler to 
Communism and to a Hohenzollern 
or similar military regime. Those 
critical people are the older folk; 
the youth of the country are solidly 
Nazi.” 

Mr. Blschoff. a graduate of Wesle- 
yan and the Harvard Law School, has 
just returned from Germany to Join 
the Wesleyan faculty. He spent four- 
teen months In Germany on a fel- 
lowship during which time he had 
unusual opportunities to study the 
situation from many angles. The 
weeks spent In a camp for young un- 
employed men, visits to a Silesian 
estate where he came In contact both 
with the gentry and the peasants, 
and the many months In Berlin, where 
he witnessed many Nazi demonstra- 
tions and saw the pageantry which 
is a part of the great propaganda 
program, formed the background for 
a most Interesting and illuminating 
story. “We must try to put our- 
selves In the German’s shoes,’’ said 
Dr. Blschoff. “His background is very 
different fr,om ours. The American 
emphasizes personal liberty, the Ger- 
man the all Importance of the state.” 
Thus, the speaker found, that the 
Germans accepted the June purgings 
with equanimity. Something to be 
regretted, to be sure, but treason 
is treason and must be punished. 

As for the Jews, Mr. Blschoff feels 
sure the persecutions have been 
greatly exaggerated. In Berlin, Jew- 
ish life is going on much as before, 
especially in the business world. Ev- 
erybody still flocks to Wertheim’s 
big department store. Dorothy Thomp- 
son has presented u wrong picture. So 
interested were the club members 
and their guests in the able presen- 
tation of the speaker's experiences 
that nearly all stayed on for an extra 
half hour to ask questions and to 
learn more. 

Among the guests, the Club was 
glad to welcome the Rev. Tage Tei- 
sen, the new rector of Grace Church, 
Newton, a member of the Troy Rota- 
ry Club during his recent pastorate 
in that city. Mr. Teisen was the 
guest of Rotarian Ray Lang.

When Boston University opened its 
college term this week the institu- 
tion was made up of eleven schools 
instead of ten as formerly. 

Five years ago Boston University 
annexed the Sargent School and Mr.

Two Burglaries

Two burglaries werp discovered at 
Newton on Sept. 13.

The burglary had been committed be- 
tween 2 and 5:15 p. m., as occupants 
of the house were in it other than be- 
tween those hours. Entrance was ef- 
fected by forcing a window. 

On the same day Patrolman Michael 
Keating discovered that the home of 
Rose Loring at 115 Shorncliffe rd., 
Newton, had been entered. Keating 
found the house in proper condition at 
10 that morning, but at 3 in the after- 
noon learned of the break. Miss Lor- 
ing is away, so the extent of the loot 
there is not known. 

Inspectors King and Burke and 
Special Officer Feeley of the Newton 
Detective Bureau, under the direction 
of Captain Good, went to workon these 
cases and have recovered much of the 
loot. As a result of their investiga- 
tion. two Brighton youths, aged 15 and 
16, will be arraigned in the juvenile 
session of the Newton court this morn- 
ing charged with these burglaries. One 
of the pair has a previous record. 


Planning Board 
Takes Action on 
Zone Changes 

The Newton Planning Board has 
rendered its opinions on several peti- 
tions for zoning changes and build- 
ing alterations which have been re- 
cently presented to the Board of Al- 
dermen. The Board approves the pe- 
tition of the Monaghan estate to al- 
ter the building at 1545 Washington 
street, W’est Newton, corner of Au- 
burn street, to permit changes in 
the gasoline tilling station at that lo- 
cus. The Board also approves the 
petition of Peter Hanson to enlarge 
his store at 196 Auburndale avenue, 
Auburndale. This store is conducted 
under the non-conforming clause in a 
residence zone. 

The Planning Board is opposed to 
the petition of Matilda Brlson to have 
a parcel of land at 907 Watertown 
street. West Newton changed from 
residence to business zone. It also 
is opposed to the petition of Mrs. 
Caspar Isham for a permit to convert 
a single residence at 51 Hyde street. 
Newton Highlands into a two-family 
dwelling. 


Bacon Gets 7851 Votes, Goodwin 934 — Miss McGill and Brown 
Get Big Majorities Here 


With excellent weather conditions 
prevailing, 11,461 Newton voters went 
to the polls yesterday to perform their 
civic duty at the State Primaries. Of 
this number. 9,014 were Republicans. 
The total of registered voters In New- 
ton is 30,439, so that the percentage 
voting was At the primary elec- 

tion on Tuesday, September 20, 1932, 
the total number of votes cast was 
10,295; the percentage of the total reg- 
stration was about 37%. The Presiden- 
tial election that year undoubtedly 
caused a greater interest in politics. 

Results in the voting in this city 
yesterday ran. for the most part, ac- 
cording to expectations. Lieut. Gov- 
ernor Gaspar Bacon swamped Frank 
Goodwin. Bacon received 7851 votes; 
Goodwin 934. In the Councillor con- 
test Miss Margaret McGill polled 5310 
votes. Frank A. Brooks 2187. Wood 
663 and Kaufman 158. In the fight 
for the Republican nomination for 
Sheriff, Harry Dunlap Brown received 
3688 votes. McElroy 1612. Kidder 1194 
and Walker 709. 

In the Representative contests all 


four present members of the Legisla- 
ture from Newton were nominated. In 
the 4th Middlesex District the vote 
for Baker was 2929, Brimblecom 3049, 
Morrison 538. In the 5th Middlesex 
District the vote for Saltonstall was 
4165. Luitwieler 2639. Gordon 1586. 
Luitwieler’s majority over Gordon was 
larger than anticipated. Despite ac- 
tive work in the latter’s behalf by a 
number of influential Republicans. 
Luitwieler carried all three wards in 
the district, leading in Ward 4, Gor- 
don's home ward, by the close rote of 
446 to 442. In the contest for County 
Commissioner. Victor F. Jewett out- 
classed the field, receiving 4804 votes. 
Adams received 1010 and Brown 981. 

For the Democratic nominations. 
Curley received 1463 vptes for Gov- 
ernor and Cole 887. Hurley lead KHly 
for Lieut. Governor, 1406 to 766. In 
the Congressional contest. Russell re- 
ceived 788 votes, Brophy 399, White 
790.

Hennery Permit 

The Newton Board of Health has 
granted a permit to Ezra Forte of 286 
Webster st., Auburndale, to keep 250 
hens at that address. Forte has had 
a permit to keep hens for many 
years and recently petitioned for a 
permit to increase the number. A 
hearing was held on this matter last 
week. Mr. and Mrs. A. C. Keane of 294 
Webster st. protested against Forte 
being allowed to increase the num- 
ber of poultry at his place. They 
stated that the crowing of roosters 
there awakened them in the early 
hours of the morning and kept them 
awake. They also objected to other 
conditions caused by the Forte hen- 
nery. SeveraJ other persons resid- 
ing in the neighborhood testified that 
Forte’s hens and roosters did not 
bother them. Forte stated that he 
kept roosters only during the breed- 
ing seasons. Dr. Curtis and John C. 
Madden of the Board of Health, who 
were present at the hearing, voted 
to grant the permit.

NEWTON READY TO 
FACE ARLINGTON 
IN OPENING GAME 

Tomorrow afternoon at throe o’clock 
Conch Ralph Sanborn of the Newton 
High school footbnll team will send 
his charges against the Invading 
eleven from Arlington High at the 
Dickinson Field gridiron in Newton- 
ville. The orange and black eleven 
has every Incentive to open the season 
with a victory. Last year the local 
outfit got off to a rather uncertain 
start, losing its opening tussle with 
Arlington, winning from Cambridge 
Latin and Watertown and then losing 
to Everett and Brockton before the 
season reached the midway mark. 

In the opening line-up tomorrow 
Coach Sanborn will have a team com- 
prised of eleven youths who saw serv- 
ice last season, seven of them being 
1933 lettermen. Defensively the lo- 
cals should give a good account of 
themselves as six of the seven real 
veterans are stationed in their former 
positions in the line. Offensively the 
bnckfleld may take time to develop 
with but one letterman on hand. 

On the ends of the Newton line will 
be Cnptain Gua Castoldi and Jitn 
Brynes who are expected to be prom- 
inent during the season at hand. The 
tackles will be Ben Grow and Galen 
Clevenger, the latter the only new- 
comer In the frontier. Clevenger 
played some last season and with his 
height and weight should come along 
fast with experience. The guards will 
be Gale Wisbacli and Sam Miller, both 
veterans, and regulnrs a year ago. In 
the middle of the line will be Melvin 
Swig who divided his time last year 
at centre and tackle. Last season 
Charley Thompson was the centre 
mainstay until injured when Swig was 
shifted from his tackle berth to centre 
to fill in until Thompson returned to 
duty. 

The starting backfield against Ar- 
lington tomorrow will be Gil Myers at 
quarterback.

Although handicapped somewhat 
this week by the inclement weather, 
Coach Sanborn has had his squad out 
of doors every day except Monday. 
With a weather report of unsettled 
weather again for tomorrow the lo- 
cals should lie familiar with unta- 
vorable conditions. The outstanding 
weakness noted in the practice ses- 
sions of the 1934 Newton outfit has 
been the lack of a capable punter.

Natural- 
ly there is an uncertainty as to the 
reaction of the entire squad under the 
pressure of its first game but Coach 
Sanborn is confident that his charges 
will give a good account of them- 
selves.

ONLY ONE CHANGE 
IN LOCAL FOOTBAL 
SCHEDULE THIS YEAR 

Facing Arlington High tomorrow in 
the first game on its 1934 schedule 
the Newton High School football team 
embarks on a ten-game schedule which 
is one of the stiffest of any team in 
Newton school history. There is but 
one change in the 1934 schedule from 
that of last year. This change is in 
the third game where Newton will 
entertain Lynn English High instead 
of Watertown.

Last year Newton opened at Arling- 
ton on the next to the last Saturday 
in September.

Last year this game was played 
at Newton so that this year the bat- 
tle will be staged at Russell Field, 
North Cambridge on Friday, Sept. 
28th. 

As stated Lynn English takes the 
third date on the Newton schedule, 
coming to Newton on Saturday, Oct. 
6. On Friday, Oct. 12, Columbus Day, 
Newton will go to Everett. Last year 
the annual game between the two 
great rivals was staged at Newton- 
ville with the Gildea-coached outfit 
tumbling Newton In a last period 
flash. 

Last year Newton and Brockton 
High got together at Brockton for 


the first meeting between the two. The 
game was number five on Newton’s 
schedule and followed the Everett 
game. Newton was defeated 14 to 0. 
This year Newton will entortain 
Brockton at Newtonville the week af- 
ter the Everett game, Saturday, Oct. 
20 and hopes to got revenge for last 
year’s setback. 

The Brockton affair will be followed 
by the usual “breather” with Quincy.

All Britain Agog 
Over Launching 
Of No. 534 


Final preparations have been cora- 
pleted-for the launching of Great Bri- 
tain’s mammoth ship, No. 534, at 
Clydebank, Scotland, on September 
26th. She will slide down the ways 
at 2:50 P. M. (Greenwich Time) or 
9:50 A.M. Eastern Daylight Saving 
Time. 

National interest in the launching 
of the giant Cunard White Star liner 
has been keyed up to a fever pitch, 
particularly since the secret of its 
name has been carefully guarded and 
still remains a mystery. Rumors to 
the contrary, the world will not know 
the name of the new ship until it is 
pronounced by Queen Mary and ra- 
dioed to all parts of the globe. 

Every country in the world has 
been linked up with the British Broad- 
casting System which will broadcast 
the launching ceremony of the giant 
vessel at the John Brown Shipyard. 
The event will take place from 2:50 
to 3:30 P.M. in Clydebank, that is 9:50 
to 10:30 A. M. Eastern Daylight Sav- 
ing Time in the United Stales. Amer- 
ican listeners will be able to hear a 
vivid description of the event through 
the facilities of the National Broad- 
casting Company and Columbia net- 
works. 

Microphones which have been 
placed along the sliding ways of the 
giant ship will record the excitement 
of the crowd, as well as the roar of 
No. 534 as she slides down the slip- 
pery incline to the Clyde, accompan- 
ied by monstrous screecliings from 
the heavy drag chains which delay 
her descent Into the water. 

As soon as the great ship is 
launched, its stern will head part 
way up the River Cart, a tributary of 
the Clyde, whose banks have been 


widened but will still be only twenty 
feet from either side of the mam- 
moth vessel. A score of tugs will 
then tow her out of the River Cart 
into the Clyde and to the John Brown 
"fitting out" basin, where on account 
of her huge length she will protrude 
100 feet into the river. 

As it has been estimated that the 
launching of No. 534 will produce a 
wave of about 8 feet, the roadway 
for *4 mile along the banks of the 
Clyde and the Cart will be closed to 
the public. 

Over 100,000 visitors are expected 
to witness the ceremony. Bus, steam- 
ship and railway concerns have ar- 
ranged special conveyances to Clyde- 
bank. Every available agency — news- 
papers, motion pictures, radio — will 
cover the event, and photographs of 
the ceremony will be rushed to Lon- 
don by plane. As the launching date 
coincides with the weekly half-holi- 
day for shopkeepers in hundreds of 
Scottish towns and villages, Clyde- 
bank and Renfrewshire are likely to 
experience the greatest invasion of 
visitors in their history.

When Is A Private 

School Advantageous? 

Public education in America is 
necessarily standardized within cer- 
tain limits, both as to curricula and 
teaching methods. Unfortunately, 
from the educational standpoint chil- 
dren are not standardized and the re- 
sult in many families is a cause for 
concern and worry. To judge a child’s 
mental aptitude by his or her schol- 
astic standing in school, is often dan- 
gerous and misleading, unless one 
knows just how’ the child-mind reacts 
to the pedagogic methods employed in 
the public schools. 

This is where a well-organized pri- 
vate school, |staffed by competent 
teachers thoroughly grounded in child 
psychology, and practically familiar 
with modern methods of imparting in- 
struction. serves a purpose that the 
public school cannot fulfill because of 
standardized systems, large classes, 
and arbitrary time-limits.

Miss Mary P. Sloan, a life-long resi- 
dent of Newton, has given much of her 
time recently in obtaining signatures 
on a petition for a convenience station 
at Newton Corner. The need of such 
a place has been realized for many 
years by residents and business men 
of that district. The State should 
pass a law compelling ail cities to 
have such stations. Public heultli and 
decency both demand them.

Our annual two-weeks vacation end- 
ed on Labor Day. The preceding 
fortnight we had "rested” by touring 
in our ancient and honorable motor 
car. We visited Montreal, the Adi- 
rondacks, Maine, New’ Hampshire, 
Vermont and Cape Cod. We observed 
that the great majority of autoists 
of the present day drive at high speed. 
Just w’hy they drive at speeds of 45 
miles an hour and over while on trips 
to enjoy scenery and see unfamiliar 
places, is beyond our understanding. 
Human beings have not yet evolved 
to the state where they can get any 
real view* of the country through which 
they pass while they are traveling 
at express train velocity. 

While most autoists are victims of 
the speed mania, most of them use a 
reasonable amount of caution in driv- 
ing.

operating cars to make motoring very 
hazardous and cause one to wonder 
why automobile accidents and fatali- 
ties are not even much more numer- 
ous. On the highway which parallels 
tlie Connecticut River between Brat- 
tleboro and Bellows Falls are many 
curves and grades. Several miles 
South of Brattleboro is a sharp re- 
verse curve on a steep grade. 
As w’e drove down this hill 
an individual came along driv- 
ing a car with a New Jersey registra- 
tion.

squeezed through. We would gladly 
have handed that "lady” driver u wal- 
lop on the chin, even though such an 
uct on our part would not huve been 
gentlemanly or gallunt. These were 
tw’o of ubout five such incidents we 
encountered on the trip. A small per- 
centage, It is true, hut enough to make 
us more convinced that the only ef- 
fective way to stop the slaughter on 
our highways is — to huve u Federal 
law compelling governors of automo- 
biles. 

We stopped ut Keesvllle, New York 
one morning. A friendly young misH 
about 4 or 5 years of age coasted 
down u sidewulk on the village street 
on a velocipede, stopped whore wo 
were purked and remarked — "I huve 
Just come down the sidewulk Mickety- 



cut,’ and I took a ‘tumble-head’ the 
last time I came down.” It was the 
first time in years we had heard these 
expressions. Evidently old American 
slang is still in use up Keesvllle way.

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Community Chest Plans 
For Annual Compaign 

—McKay Is Chairman 


Many Volunteer Workers To Take Part in Raising Funds For 
Fourteen Organizations 


The officers, directors, executive 
committee, and publicity committee of 
the Newton Community Chest, Inc., 
met last evening at the Brae Burn 
Club in West Newton to consolidate 
plans for the coming campaign In sup- 
port of the fourteeen organisations 
comprising the 1935 Chest. 

Mr. Leon Rogers, President of the 
Newton Community Chest, and Chair- 
man of the last two campaigns, pre 
sided. He announced that Mr. Donald 
D. McKay, Vice President of the 
Chest, had accepted the chairmanship 
of this year’s campaign for funds. Mr. 
Rogers, after reviewing the report of 
last year’s campaign and outlining the 
basic needs and goals for the Chest 
in 1935, called on Mr. McKay for a 
preliminary report <>n organization 
plans to date. 

Mr. Rogers, in introducing the new 
chairman, said the Chest and City 
were fortunate In Mr. McKay’s ac- 
ceptance because he Is unusually well 
equipped to carry out successfully an 
undertaking of this size, through ex- 
perience during numerous private and 
public projects requiring organizing 
ability and leadership. 

Mr. Donald D. McKay, Chairman of 
Newton’s approaching campaign for 
1935 funds, is a member of the New- 
ton Board of Aldermen, and hus been 
active many years in civic, charitable 
and welfare matters. He is a Trustee 
of the Newton Hospital, Director of 
the Mayor’s Relief Committee, or- 
ganized in 1930, and was Chairman of 
that Committee during its first year 
when it raised a fund of $50,000. He 
is also a Director of Stone Institute 
and Newton Home for Aged People. 

Mr. McKay reported that all the 
district chairmen, with their majors, 
captains and lieutenants had been ap- 
pointed. These in turn are busy fill- 
ing the ranks of their teams with the 
more than 1000 volunteer workers. 
The dates of the active campaign are 
Nov. 15 to 25. It has been found that 
the wholehearted support which 
Newton accords its workers enables 
the Chest to raise the required funds 
on an expense budget of less than 
3Va% of the total. This is much less 
than it would cost if all fourteen agen- 
cies had to carry on separate cam- 
paigns each year. 

The chairman also stated that plans 
are underway for an unusual program, 
presenting the immediate needs of 
Newton’s welfare, relief, character- 
building and the other Chest agencies 
to all citizens. This method will not 
only accomplished the task in hand or 
providing relief, guidance and courage 
in tangible form; it will build prestige 
for Newton and help many other com- 
munities to develop a strong com- 
munity spirit of cooperation.

Gen. Needham 
Mentioned As 
Future Mayor 

Report Follows His Resignation 
From State Service 


General Daniel Needham on Tues- 
day tendered his formal resignation 
to Governor Ely as State Commission- 
er of Public Safety. When he ac- 
cepted this important office at the re- 
quest of the Governor about 18 months 
ago, following the resignation of Gen- 
eral Foote, the former Commissioner, 
he took over the difficult task of head- 
ing a department which had been un- 
der severe criticism and investiga- 
tion with the understanding that his 
appointment would be only tempor- 
ary. The manner in which he has 
conducted the department has won 
for him much praise and publicity. 
It was expected that he would be 
succeeded by General Cole, but as the 
latter refused . the appointment, an- 
other Newton resident, Paul G. Kirk 
of 29 Sargent street, was appointed 
to the office. 

In a Boston newspaper yesterday 
was an article relative to the appoint- 
ment of Mr. Kirk, and the refusal of 
Mr. Cole to accept the office of Com- 
missioner. In this article was a para- 
graph which stated — “General Need- 
ham has stated that he will return 
to the private practice of law, al- 
though it is beiieved that he may 
return to public service in the future 
as a candidate for Mayor of his home 
city of Newton." Such a rumor has 
also been heard in Newton for the 
past couple of weeks. 

Interviewed by the GRAPHIC re- 
garding this statement in the Boston 
paper, General Needham said — “I have 
not given the matter of becoming a 
candidate for Mayor of Newton con- 
sideration." He expressed surprise 
that the Boston paper had made such 
a statement, and said that he was 
not prepared to state at the present 
time whether or not he will give seri- 
ous consideration to becoming a can- 
didate for Mayor of Newton.

Newton Teachers

Board of Appeal

Leone’s license was suspended on 
September lltli by the Newton Li, 
cense Commission following com- 
plaints made by the Newton police 
which alleged tliut be had sold liquor 
to a minor, to men ulrcudy under the 
influence of liquor, and after the clos- 
ing hour prescribed. 


Prison Head 
To Speak To 
Central Club 

Dr. MacCormick, Comr. of Cor- 
rection of New York City, 
Exposed Conditions There 

Central Club, the men’s organiza- 
tion of the Central Congregational 
Church of Newtonville. opens its sea- 
son on next Monday evening with a 
dinner at the church and a very at- 
tractive program of interest to its 
members and the community. 

The program committee has an- 
nounced with a good deal of satisfac- 
tion that the speaker will be Dr. Aus- 
tin H. MacCormick. Commissioner of 
Correction of New York City. Dr. 
MacCormick brought the attention of 
the entire country to his prison re- 
form program through the exposure of 
the terrible conditions which existed 
at the Welfare Island Prison early 
this year soon after his appointment 
by Mayor LaGuardia. Tlie develop- 
ment of the program of reform is still 
attracting wide attention. 

Dr. MacCormick is a graduate of 
Bowdoin College in the Class of 1915. 
where he was very active in college 
afTairs. He later took his Master's 
Degree at Columbia and this last June 
was given an honorary degree of Doc- 
tor of Science by Bowdoin College of 
which he is now one of the over- 
seers. 

His experience in prison work dates 
from the summer of his graduation 
from college when he served a volun- 
tary sentence in the Maine State’s 
Prison at Thomaston. During the war 
he served with Thomas Mott Os- 
borne as the Executive Officer of the 
United States Prison at Portsmouth. 
N. H. He then returned to Bowdoin 
College as Alumni Secretary and left 
Bowdoin to become Assistant to the 
President of Bennirgton College from 
which position be vas appointed As- 
sistant Director of the United Stales 
Bureau of Prisons at Washington. He 
served there until January when 
Mayor LaGuardia made the New York 
appointment to bis present office. 

Gove Hambidge. author of “Time to 
Live.” in a recent issue of the New 
York Herald Tribune in* a most in- 
timate character sketch of Dr. Mac- 
Cormick refers to him as a soft- 
spoken “tough guv." He says of him: 

"I recommend him as a central 
character and a study in contrasts to 
any dramatist thinking up a gangster 
play. Blue-eyed, short-sighted, long 
pale face, dark hair, slight build, be 
looks preeminently the student; but 
he is as quick to act as a Aremun 
sliding down the brass pole, and the 
day I Arst saw him lie had been up all 
night hunting an escaped prisoner — 
work that a Commissioner of Correc- 
tion is not by any means called on to 
do in prison. His general attitude to- 
wards human problems is that of a 
philosophical idealist; but he deals 
with the dregs of humanity and conies 
up against sharper disillusionment 
than most men. Prisoners seem to 
like him and think he is a ‘swell 
guy.’ ” 

Tlie subject of his address is “Crime 
and Criminals." 

Dinner will he served at six-thirty 
and in addition to the appearance of 
Dr. MacCormick. as speaker. Donald 
Blackey, boy soloist of Trinity Church. 
Boston, will sing a group of songs. 
Mr. Julius Warren, Superintendent of 
Schools, will be the guest of the club. 
The chairman of the Program Com- 
mittee Is Mr. Dudley Hovey ot New- 
tonville.

Slight Increase In Enrollment 
In Newton Public Schools 
— Total Is Over 12,000 

One Hundred and Eighty More Pupils Than At Opening of 
Schools Last Year — Total is 12,082 


The enrollment of pupils in the 
Newton public schools on Friday, 
Sept. 21 was 12,082. On the corre- 
sponding day i n 1933 it was 11.902. 
The enrollment In the Newton High 
School is 2387, as compared with 2289 
last year. The Increase in enrollment 
in all the schools is 180; in the high 
school. 98. Most of the schools show 
a small increase in enrollment. Those 
which show a slight decrease are the 
Underwood, Lincoln, Horace Mann, 
Claflin. Adams. Stearns, Burr, Hamil- 
ton. Hyde. Rice. Bowen and Day Jun- 
ior high. A surprise was the decrease 
of 50 in kindergarten enrollment. 
There was a decrease of the same 
number last year. These two de- 
creases followed heavy increases in 
recent years which necessitated two 
sessions in a number of the kindergar- 
tens in Newton schools.

Transfer $42,132 
From Water Fund 
For City Expenses 


At the meeting of the Board of Al- 
dermen on next Monday night the 
members will act on a recommenda- 
tion from Mayor Weeks b> which 
$42,132 will be transferred from the 
surplus of the water department funds 
to the general fund account of the 
city to he used for other city ex- 
penses. This amount represents the 
total of pensions paid to retired em- 
ployees of the Water Department prior 
to 1932: these pensions having been 
paid from the general fund of the 
city. Several years ago City Comptrol- 
ler White contended that the pensions 
for Water Department employees 
should be paid from water reveuue 
fund. Subsequently. City Solicitor 
Bartlett ruled that this contention was 
correct. The recommendation of 
Mayor Weeks is tlie result The Al- 
dermen will, in all probability, agree 
and the city will have $42,132 for ex- 
penditures over the amount provided 
for by the levying of taxes.

ARLINGTON CRUSHES 
NEWTON-SCORE 18-7 
-PASSES SAVE LOCALS 

A powerful Arlington elevon 
crushed a gnme but Inferior Newton 
football tenm at the Dickinson Sta- 
dium last Saturday, 18 to 7, in the 
opening game of the senson. A con- 
sistent passing attack in the third 
period in which Newton outplayed the 
visitors, saved the locals from be- 
ing whitewashed. During the other 
periods of the gnme Arlington had a 
decided edge and the outcome was lit- 
tle in doubt after Arlington tallied at 
the end of a long match In the ini- 
tial period. There were three out- 
standing reasons for the Arlington 
victory. Most important was the al- 
most mid-season form showed by tho 
visitors whereas the Newton team 
displayed its usual early season form 
yet indicating promise of develop- 
ment into a string outfit for the late 
season clashes. A second reason was 
the much faster and more deceptive 
offense of the Arlington backs. Bart 
Madden, A1 Lennon and Joe Gardella 
proved difficult to stop once under 
way and with Madden tossing accur- 
ate aerials into the arms of the speed- 
ing Lennon the yardage piled up. A 
third factor in the Arlington victory 
which cannot be overlooked was the 
play of Pete Manoli. 245-lb. tackle, in 
the Arlington line. Newton’s 176-lb. 
line as a unit was evenly matched 
with the 170-lb. Arlington frontier but 
Manoli was the lad who made it pos- 
sible for the Arlington ball-carriers 
to go places. Without Manoli it would 
have been a different story. The in- 
experience of the Newton backfield 
counted heavily in the visitor’s favor. 
Failing to gain by a running attack 
Quarterback Gil Myers was forced to 
go into the air. Arlington proved vul- 
nerable so that Newton staged a scor- 
ing march but intercepted passes also 
gave Arlington the chance to score. 

The visitors wasted little time in 
getting down to business after once 
obtaining possession of the ball on 
their own 40-yard line. Two rushes 
by Gardella with Manoli making the 
hole gave Arlington a first down on 
the Newton 46-yard line. Madden 
broke loose for a 33-yard jaunt to the 
Newton 13 yard line and the visitors 
were in position to score. Gardella 
and Lennon made it first down on the 
one yard line and two plunges by 
Gardella carried it over. The point 
was missed. There was few thrills 
until the second period was under 
way. 

Arlington staged two rushes right 
to the shadow of Newton s goal in 
the second chapter but the orange 
and black forward wall stiffened to 
repulse the attack. The first rush 
started with Gardella and Lennon 
covering 25 yards and passes from 
Madden to Gardella made it first 
down on the Newton 10-yard stripe. 
A pass finally went into the end zone, 
Newton got possession of the ball 
and kicked out of danger. Gardella 
and fullback Matthews gained 30 
yards in two rushes and a long Mad- 
den to Gardella pass put the ball on 
Newton’s 5-yard stripe. A penalty 
helped save Newton and the half end- 
ed as Newton took the ball on downs. 

Newton came back strong in the 
third period. Once getting .possession 
of the ball the orange and black 
would not he denied a score. Bril- 
I liant defensive work by Melvin Swig, 

' Newton centre, forced Arlington to 
pass from near midfield. Gil Myers 
intercepted the ball near the Newton 
25 and raced back to the Arlington 45- 
yard stripe before he was brought 
down. Moore ground out six yards 
and another successful pass, Myers 
to Joe Byrnes, put the ball on the 
Arlington 20-yard mark. 0 Another 
pass, Myers to Paul Savignano, made 
it first down on the 10-yard line. A 
rush was stopped so Myers took to 
the air again tossing a neat pass to 
Moore who caught the ball on the 
goal line near the corner of the field. 
Castoldi place-kicked the goal with 
Myers holding the ball and Newton 
led 7 to 6. 

The orange and black did not hold 
the lead for long. A couple of punts 
followed the kickoff and Newton had 
possession of the ball. A Myers pass 
was intercepted by Madden on the 
Arlington 40-yard line and he broke 
away for a 60-yard touchdown run 
making the Bcore 12 to 7. The point 
was missed. 

Midway of the fourth period Arl- 
ington started again. A long run by 
Madden was nullified by a penalty. 
Lennon carried on two rushes of 22 
and 12 yards and the visitors were 
aguin deep in Newton territory. A 
couple of short gains and Lennon car- 
ried again to the Newton 5-yard stripe 
with Gardella taking the ball over 
on the next play. For a third time 
Arlington missed the try at the point 
after goal and the final scojo read 
Arlington 18, Newton 7.

Newton High will open the 1934

In the game with Arlington the 
Newton outfit showed glaring weak- 
nesses which Coach Sanborn is striv- 
ing to correct.

Dr. Dieffenbach 
Tells Rotarians 
About Russia 


Dr. A. C. Dieffenbach, minister of 
1 be Unitarian Church of Newton On- 
tor and editor of the religious page of 
the Roston Evening Transcript, who 
has Just returned from Europe, gavo 
the Rotarians much food for thought 
In ills talk on Russia at the Braeburn. 
at the Monday luncheon meeting 
"The world is Indebted to the Soviets 
for two greut contributions.” said the 
speaker, "in the first place they have 
taught us that the material well-being 
of the people is the prime duty of the 
state, and secondly, because of their 
opposition to religion, we must come 
to a revaluation of all religion. Re- 
markable It is that after only seven- 
teen years of the Russian experi- 
ment. the Union of Soviet Ropublics 
is received into the League of Nations 
and that by almost unanimous vote. 
The objection on the part of a few 
minor states on the ground that Rus- 
sia is not Christian, Is, of course, 
ludicrous when we remember that 
China, Persia and other oriental stutes 
that are not Christian are in the 
league." 

Dr. Dieffenbach reminded his hear- 
ers that Russia did not come to her 
present state sporadically: it was a 
long process of two hundred years 
since Catherine the Great welcomed 
thought from other countries until the 
master mind of Lenin helped to bring 
about the new order of things. The 
Soviet stand on religion was the logi- 
cal outcome of the united tyranny of 
the Czarist regime and the corrupt 
state church which were so closely 
bound up together. The rise of commu- 
nism and godlessness went together, 
not even a humanistic interpretation 
of religion was tolerated by Lenin and 
his followers. The speaker, however, 
intimated that probably in the course 
of time the Soviets might change 
their present attitude on the subject. 

The intensity of the German church 
situation kept the doctor in Berlin, 
thus preventing his contemplated trip 
into Russia. In Berlin, however, he had 
tlie opportunity of meeting many who 
had Just come from Russia, all of 
whom were impressed with the great 
contribution the Soviets are making 
toward a better world. “We. too. 
have much to learn irom them al- 
though our ways are different, and 
there will be much travail along the 
way to the promised land, for us as 
there is for them,” concluded Dr. 
Dieffenbach.

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MORE OF THAT RIDICULOUS FENCE 


\Y hen the football season opened at the Newton high school 
last Saturday afternoon many spectators noticed that the wire 
fence which had been erected some years ago had been ex- 
tended so that it now almost encircles the entire Claflin field 
area. When entirely completed the fence, except for an orna- 
mental type fence along Walnut street, will be of wire, four to 
five feet high, with posts about eight feet high at intervals. At 
the time the first sections of the fence were installed we charac- 
terized the fence as “ridiculous” in an editorial in this column. 
We stated that the fence “intended to be a barrier to prevent 
the active youth of today from eluding the ticket taker at the 
gate served only as an invitation to get in without detection.” 
Since that time we have been a frequent attendant at sports 
affairs at the athletic field and have witnessed the futile at- 
tempts of school officials and police to prevent many boys from 
entering without detection. In fact at some of the football games 
groups of boys have rushed across the field with little diffi- 
culty. The type of fence which the playground department 
erected does not make it possible for school authorities to re- 
duce the number of police needed properly to guard the field. It 
seems to us that at a slight additional cost the fence could be 
raised to a height making it more difficult to climb and 
thus permitting the use of fewer police. Although maintenance 
of the area is under the jurisdiction of the playground depart- 
ment the school is obliged to furnish police protection. Thus it 
would seem that the school should have the co-operation of 
the playground department in furnishing it with the kind of 
fencing the school officials desire. 


A MODIFIED NO-MARKING SYSTEM 


The school committee, it would seem, is planning to leave the 
question of the “no-marking system” in the hands of the teach- 
ers and parents for a decision. Superintendent Warren has had 
considerable experience in Lakewood, Ohio, with a no-mark- 
ing plan considerably modified from that installed in Newton 
a year ago by former Superintendent Lund. There seems to be 
little question but a system of no-marking has its advantages. 
But it is also true that greater responsibility is placed upon 
the teacher. It is possible that much of the agitation against the 
no-marking system last spring and early summer was due to 
the fact that many teachers, as well as parents, did not grasp 
the full significance of the plan. We do not believe that one 
year of the system gives an accurate idea of its real worth. 
The modified system used by Mr. Warren in which the pupil s 
progress, as well as his strong and weak points are reported to 
the parents at intervals, has much to commend its adoption. 
We trust that teachers and parents will not abandon entirely 
the so-called no-marking system with the brief trial ot last 
year, but that major objections to it will be overcome by 
modification.

Analysis of the Primary Election 


The high spots of the recent pri- 
maries. in which more voters partici- 
pated thnn ever before, were as fol- 
lows: First, the tremendous personal 
and political victory for former Mayor 
James M. Curley; second, the conse- 
■ quent removal from leadership of the 
Democratic party of Governor Ely and 
Senator Walsh; third, the decline of 
Frank A. Goodwin’s prestige, al- 
though he still remnins a serious 
, threat to Gnspar Bacon’s candidacy: 

. fourth, the crushing defeat of General 
Charles H. Cole, and the repudiation 
by the voters of the lone woman can- 
didate on cipher State ticket — Mrs. 
Elizabeth Pigeon of East Boston. 

Let us consider the Curley triumph 
first. Judge it from any angle you like 
and the result will he the same. Cur- 
ley won the most smashing victory 
against the greatest odds in his entire 
spectacular career. He polled 283.583 
votes, while Cole was running up 12S.- 
111. and Goodwin 2S.0S4: a plurality of 
155.472 over Cole. Curley received 
64^ of the entire Democratic vote for 
Governor. He carried 32 out of the 
38 cities in the Commonwealth. Cole 
beaf him in Gardner, Leominster. 
North Adams. Northampton. Pitts- 
field. and Westfield — Governor Ely’s 
home town. Again. Curley received 
114,390 votes in Boston: Senator 
Walsh only S3.510 — a margin of 30.- 
880 for the former Mayor. Who 
would have dared predict such a fate 
for the senior Senator, who run be- 
hind Curley 15,460 votes in the State 
as a whole. James Michael’s total 
vote was the largest ever recorded in 
a Democratic primary contest for Gov- 
ernor. Cole got 165,174 in 1928, with 
mild opposition (J. J. Cummings — 
39,643). Ely got 117,548 in 1930 
(John F. Fitzgerald — 84,744 and J. J. 
Cummings — 12,701) and Ely got 255.- 
290 in 1932 with no opposition. If you 
like to figure as much as I do. you can 
see that Curley’s vote on September 
20 substantially exceeded the total 
Democratic gubernatorial vote in each 
of these years. — Curley’s vote, mind 
you, and not the total Democratic vote, 
which was 439,778, compared to the 
G. O. P. total of 361.350. That is some- 
thing else to worry about. You will 
note that the Democratic vote for 
Governor was 78,428 in excess of the 
Republican vote. Don’t try to laugh 
that off by saying that Bacon had an 
easier fight than Curley. He did, but 
that will not account for a deficit of 
nearly 80,000 votqs. No. It is ob- 
vious that thousands ol new voters 
and unenrolled voters rallied to Cur- 
ley. It is also likely that many former 
Republicans have changed their en- 
rollment and are now voting as Dem- 
ocrats. The trend of the times is ob- 
vious. Party lines have weakened, 
and the independent voter holds the 
whip hand. He snapped the whip on 
September 20th and he is more than 
likely to send Bacon down to defeat 
on November 6, unless the G. O. P. 
assembles its various leaders and 
would-be leaders, and agrees now on 
the selection of a master mind who 
will dictate the entire strategy of the 
campaign, compel adherence to the 
policies he may lay down, and at the 
same time provide, in company with 
Bacon, a militant and enthusiastic 
leadership. 

My personal feeling is that the cam- 
paign should be waged on State is- 
sues. and that Curley’s entire past 
record should be hammered merciless- 
ly with due regard for the fact that 
unnecessary personalities and irrelev- 
ant dirt might easily prove a boom- 
erang. as they did in the days when 
John F. Fitzgerald defeated James J. 
Storrow for Mayor of Boston. Every- 
one knows that there are certain por- 
tions of the Curley record which will 
not stand up in the light, and the Re- 
publicans may safely assume that the 
great mass of independent voters 
throughout the State will gradually 
swing toward Bacon as the election 
nears. Furthermore, there are thou 
sands of Western Massachusetts Dem- 
ocrats who will never under any cir- 
cumstances vote for Curley; and if you 
add to this group some of General 
Cole’s following, which can hardly be 
expected to enthuse over James Mich- 
ael, you begin to feel a little bit more 
optimistic. Then, too, there are those 
who suspect that even Governor Ely 
will shed crocodile tears if Gaspar Ba- 
con should win out, for the Governor 
and Lieutenant-Governor have worked 
together most harmoniously for sev- 
eral years; and you don’t have to he 
very smart to realize that Governor 
Ely and Bacon have much more in 
common than the Governor and for- 
mer Mayor. 

Now for a few comments regarding 
Frank A. Goodwin and his influence 
in the campaign. Two points are, of 
of course, obvious — The Bacon co- 
horts naturally desire Goodwin’s with- 
drawal as an independent candidate 
on November 6. The G. O. P. mar- 
gin of victory, if any, will scarcely 
permit the deduction of 132,000 votes 
(Goodwin’s vote in the Republican 
primary) from the normal party 
strength. Curley might conceivably 
win out even against a united Re- 
publican party. If Goodwin persists 
in running, the situation will be crit- 
ical for the G. O. P. Curley, con- 
versely, would relish the candidacy 
of the stormy petrel of the G. O. P. 
From his point of view it would very 
nearly insure his election. So what? 
Well, both parties will work desper- 
ately on Goodwin and endeavor to 
make it attractive to him to get out 
or stuy in, as the case muy be. Work- 
ing on the assumption that Curley has 
a distinct edge and would be elected 
Governor If the buttle wore to be set- 
tled toduy, und this is the prevailing 


view “on the street,” it would seem 
that Curley is in a better position to 
make a trade with Goodwin thnn Ba- 
con. Quite a few political plums 
will be available for distribution in 
1935, and Goodwin, who was handed 
a lemon by Governor Ely, might en- 
joy sweeter fruit from the Curley 
stnnd. I earnestly hope that Good- 
win will prefer to mnintnin Ills Re- 
publican status and will play the game 
with Bacon by withdrawing. Bacon 
will prove just as grateful to him as 
Curley, nnd incidentally. Goodwin 
would he able to retain his self-re- 
spect. 

A word or two about the leaderless 
Democratic party, which I mentioned 
ns one of the high spots. Most cer- 
tainly Governor Ely and Senator 
Walsh are out as leaders, hut I agree 
" ith tin* Worcpsti r Tch-gram that 
Curley cannot be regarded as in. For 
the moment he outranks the states- 
men just mentioned, but it is difficult 
to conceive of his occupying the 
throne completely or permanently. 
The Governor Is, of course, retiring 
to private life, and the senior Sena- 
tor is skidding on a slippery pave- 
ment. but he is by no means upside 
down in the ditch yet, even though 
Robert M. Washburn did designate 
him on the radio the other night as 
“Mr. Facing Both Ways.” Neither 
Genera] Cole nor Mayor Mansfield 
will view with equanimity the 
prospect of a prolonged reign of 
Curleyism; and John F. Fitzgerald is 
also n factor to be reckoned with. 
What. then, will Walsh do during the 
campaign? Very obviously stress even 
more than usual that he is the peo- 
ple's candidate, whatever that may 
be. He will have to run his own 
campaign, but that will be no new 
experience for him. He has always 
played a lone hand and co-operated 
rather perfunctorily with the Demo- 
cratic State organization. Present in- 
dications are that Walsh will receive 
the smallest plurality of his career, and 
this will be due not so much to the 
inherent strength of the Washburn 
candidacy as to Walsh’s growing 
weakness in the Democratic party. 
It must not be forgotten that 152,000 
votes were cast for the Senator’s two 
opponents, while he was polling 268.- 
000. Incidentally, there is some con- 
cern being manifested over the pos- 
sibility that Washburn may finish the 
campaign with a reputation as a court 
jester, who has provided merriment 
for both parties but who may alien- 
ate as many votes as he will* attract. 

A word about the pre-primary con- 
vention endorsements. It would ap- 
pear that the voters have approved 
tlie principle of the pre-primary con- 
vention. inasmuch as 12 candidates out 
of 14 on the two State tickets were 
nominated; the two exceptions were 
General Cole and Mrs. Pigeon. Cole’s 
defeat was largely a personal propo- 
sition, although Curley endeavored to 
make it appear t lint the big issue was 
tlie menace ot the party bosses at 
Worcester. In the case of Mrs. Pigeon, 
it seems to me that her defeat may 
be traced to two causes; first anil 
foremost, the instinctive feeling in the 
Republican party, regardless of sex, 
that men rather than women should 
hold the higher political offices; and 
second, the fact that Cook’s name 
preceded hers on the ballot and car- 
ried under it the statement that he 
had been State Auditor from 1915 to 
1931. Thousands of voters still are in 
the habit of looking for familiar games 
and voting to continue in public of- 
fice those whom they have known for 
years. Recent reports suggest the 
possibility of a sticker candidacy for 
Mrs. Pigeon. I think this would he 
Poor judgment, for present indications 
are that the Democratic candidate, 
Mr. Buckley, will doubtless win the 
election anyway, and if the Republi- 
can vote were split in half, there 
would he nothing to it. 

Space will not permit me to say 
more than a few words regarding the 
other primary contests. The outcome 
of the Sheriff free for all in Middle- 
sex County was not entirely unex- 
pected. although Harry Brown of Bil- 
lerica received such heavy organiza- 
tion backing that many of us felt lie 
"'ould win out The official vote has 
not yet been published, but unofficial 
newspaper figures give McElroy 30,- 
079, Brown 21.099. Walker 12,230, Kid- 
der 6,315, Robart 5,307, with the other 
six candidates running well behind. 
It will, of course, lie impossible to 
appraise the extent of tlie damage to 
Brown’s cause as a result of the en- 
dorsement of the Republican City 
Committee. I have been told on all 
sides that Brown was cut in other 
cities and towns in the same way that 
Newton’s candidate for the Governor’s 
Council was cut outside of Newton. 
Incidentally, tin* Democratic nomina- 
tion for this office was secured by 
Ralph W. Robart, of Cambridge, so 
that tin* November election will he 
fought between two Republicans run- 
ning under different labels. 

Tlie Governor’s Council contest re- 
sulted as I had Indicated two weoks 
ago. In addition to the factor I liuve 
mentioned above, tlie McGill defeat 
may be attributed to the wide ac- 
quaintance and personal popularity of 
Frank A. Brooks throughout the Dis- 
trict and to tlie fact that the voters 
were not impressed witli the only issue 
which Miss McGill seemed to present, 
namely, that she was a woman candi- 
date. 

The local contest for Representa- 
tive came out true to form, tlie only 
surprise being that Representative 
Luitwieler gave Alderman Gordon u 
Imd heating. Rather sharp practices 
were resorted to in an endeavor to de- 
feut Luitwieler, hut the net result wus 
a boomerang. 

Finally, Congressman Robert Luce 
was nominated without opposition, but 
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Mood of many returned vacation- 
ists — Little pocketbook. what now?

Lights, and plenty of them, made 
brilliant the glow of the white tiling, 
with a decidedly happy effect. As 
we rolled forward I could not dismiss 
the thought we would reach an ap- 
propriate place for a plunge, but be- 
fore I fully realized it we were on the 
Boston side, confronted with a tangle 
of traffic, and our ride under Boston 
harbor ended. 

If the dire forebodings, which seem 
now to be approaching fact, should 
prove sound prophecy and the tunnel 
become a disastrous financial in- 
vestment from the viewpoint of in- 
creased transit facilities, it might he 
used as a gigantic salt-water bath 
available at trivial cost to those who 
yearn for novelty in their daily or 
weekly ablution.

If Lieut.-Governor Bacon were old- 
er, he would have better knowledge of 
the futility of placing too much stress 
on his campaign slogan — “Keep the 
gang out of the State House.” A sim- 
ilar argument was used many years 
ago, when Mr. Bacon was a hoy, in 
a famous Boston Mayoralty con- 
test. The argument hurt, rather than 
heiped James Storrow, in whose inter- 
est it was used. It acted as a boom- 
erang. We are living in peculiar 
times. The youth of today in large 
part lias been made quite cynical from 
reading and hearing of the lack of 
ethics on tlie part of u large percent- 
age of those who occupy high places 
in political and business life in this 
country. They do not look on 
“chiselling” or grafting with the same 
disfavor that the pnst generation did. 
They can’t he blamed for thinking — 
“everybody’s doing it.” Campaign ar 
gunienls more convincing that the 
“Gang" argument will have to be used 
by tlie Republican candidate for Gov- 
ernor and his supporters. 


A few days ago the major gasoline 
companies reduced the retail price of 
gasoline 3c per gallon at their sta- 
tions in Greater Boston, except in 
Newton, Arlington, Lexington and 
Waltham. In these four pluces tlie 
price was reduced only lVa cents on 
tin* gallon.

We asked, “Does the fact that New- 
ton lias the reputation of being a 
wealthy community cause tlie big gas- 
oline companies to think that New- 
ton’s autolsts can and will pay more 
for tills fuel tliun residents of adjoin- 
ing towns and cities? Do you think 
Newton’s residents will buy gasoline 
here when they cun purchuso it for 
less in Wultham, Watertown, Boston. 
Brookline?" 

We were informed by representa- 
tives of tlie three gasoline companies 
questioned Unit tlie fuir, retuil price 
which should ho charged for gasoline 
in Greater Boston is 16 Vj cents, but 
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because of price cutting by independ- 
ent gasoline companies and dealers, 
the big companies were forced to meet 
competitive conditions and reduce the 
price to 13c, except in Newton, Ar- 
lington and Lexington, where it seems 
there are no cut-price independent 
dealers. We were also informed that 
the cut-price war will probably last 
only a few days and the retail price 
will again be raised in those places 
where it is reduced. In the meantime 
the Newton gasoline stations certain- 
ly face a handicap in competition, al- 
though retail dealers owning their 
stations here do not have to take the 
cut in profits which station owners in 
the places where the 3c cut is in ef- 
fect have to take.

“Unemployment in a highly-geared 
machine age hangs like the sword of 
Damocles over many, many homes.” 
says Mrs. Poole. "Recently I talked 
with a manufacturer who said. ’Sure- 
ly I am in favor of unemployment in- 
surance if the public wants to pay for 
it.’ What did he mean by that? He 
meant just this, that he would be in 
favor of unemployment Insurance to 
which the government, the employer, 
and the employee contributed. Now 
there are certain people who believe 
the employee should be left out of the

picture entirely; there are others who 
believe the employer should contribute 
it all. The nngles on the problem are 
many and complex, hut, unless I am 
very much mistaken, unemployment 
Insurance of some sort or other will 
he a matter for Congressional action 
during this coming Congress. 

"There is an awakened conscious- 
ness in the minds of our citizens that 
old-age pensions must enter Into to- 
morrow’s program. Twenty-eight 
states already have old-age pension 
laws, and it is quite possible that the 
federal government will consider the 
question in the coming Congress. Will 
the assurance that everyone will have 
enough for existence pennlize thrift in 
this country? Many think it will, but 
on the other hand there is no ques- 
tion that there is an increasingly large 
number of pathetic figures in this 
country without means of support. 
When families were large and houses 
were large, there always seemed to be 
a corner for the old person to stay 
In until the last call came, but today 
we live in apartments: the economic 
pressure is so severe that few people 
are able to prepare adequately for that 
sunset trail." 

Mrs. Poole goes on in her clarion 
call to clubwomen: 

“The question of family looms large 
on tomorrow’s horizon. How' far have 
we the right to regulate the birth of 
children in this world? We shall 
probably never agree upon this very 
debatable question, but at least we 
can say this: I am sure that no self- 
respecting country can afford to rear 
thousands of chi.dren not properly 
fitted for their place in civilization, 
and we have to admit that thousands 
of children at the present time do not 
have a proper chance. Moreover, it is 
indeed a grave question as to just how 
far we have a right to expect the 
state to go in caring for tomorrow’s 
citizens. 

"Closely allied to the question of 
birth control is that of sterilization of 
the unfit. The appalling statement 
has been made that if we keep on as 
we are going, the time is not far dis- 
tant when the morally and mentally, 
as well as the physically unfit in this 
country’, will far outnumber the nor- 
mal, sane, and healthy citizens. We 
all agree. I am sure, that sterilization 
must be safeguarded in every possible 
way from exploitation, but there is a 
growing awareness among our people 
that used properly and under certain 
safeguards, the country will greatly 
benefit from sterilization of the unfit. 

“I wonder if anyone is really satis- 
fied with the result of prohibition re- 
peal? Even the most ardent repeal- 
ists must admit that drunkenness has 
increased tremendously in this coun- 
try. Is it simply the natural first re- 
sult of repeal? The time is rapidly 
coming w’hen that cannot be the an- 
swer, and I call upon the women of 
the General Federation to demand an 
active campaign of education for de- 
cency and restraint in the matter of 
drink. 

"Someone has said that never in 
the history of modern civilization 
have the nations of the w’orld been so 
nationalistic and yet so international- 
ly dependent one upon the other. That 
is a true state of fact. Thinking peo- 
ple in our country realize our inter- 
dependence, but they see it menaced 
by the age-old theory that nations, 
like men, should think of themselves 
first, last, and always. We have tried 
to talk and work for peace on a high 
mental and ethical platform. It has 
not worked particularly well, and 
there is a growing feeling that possi- 
bly we will have to look at the more 
materialistic side of the picture. Our 
country alone cannot bring peace to 
the w’orld, but it is taking some rath- 
er practical steps in that direction. We 
have declared an embargo on arms 
against those two South American 
countries who seem determined to 
commit suicide. We passed the so- 
called Nye-Vandenberg Resolution ask- 
ing for a sweeping investigation into 
the peacetime activities of the muni- 
tion manufacturers of this country. 
We urge support and co-operation 
with this investigation. 

"And isn’t it about time to resurrect 
that piece of legislation sponsored by 
the American Legion, that if war 
comes to our nation, nobody, any- 
where, at any time shall make money 
out of that war, and anyone, no matter 
what this station in life, shall be sub- 
ject to draft by the United States 
Government. 

"We are watching with great sym- 
pathy the growing consciousness of 
our great religious organizations that 
they can be a real power in cleaning 
up the motion picture industry. What 
they are preaching and asking for is 
in effect the same program that we 
have preached and asked for down 
through the years. I would be the last 
one to decry the present trend in this 
country, but I want to say this: It 
must be more .h in a flash in the pan. 
It has got to be a 365 day-u-year-job. 
And in the lust analysis it means 
raising our ethical standards and 
consciousness of our people — one more 
reuson why ethical training should be 
in the public schools. Form your mo- 
tion picture councils in every com- 
munity, work co-operatively, using the 
machinery at hand, but remember in 
the final unulysis, what the people 
wunt the people will have.”
